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PRESIDENT EISENHOWER 








THs EDITORIAL is written and 

prominently displayed with a real- 
ization that there are members of the 
Defender Family who will withhold as- 
cent to some of the views expressed. 
But the time has come for clear think- 
ing and honest reporting on the part of 
Christian people regarding the status 
of the Presidency. 


It is one thing to sincerely disagree 
with a public official and to so state 
one’s views and convictions ... but 
something quite different to carry on a 
running fire to goad and needle with 
malicious intent. 


Open season has been declared for 
sniping at the President. It started as 
an organized operation and according 
to a planned pattern early this year 
when newspapers in Chicago, Cleve- 
land, Detroit, Buffalo, Denver and oth- 
er cities published simultaneous barbs 
like the following: 


“The honeymoon is over.” “Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s popularity should 
not suggest that he is immune from 
criticism.” “Mr. Eisenhower’s usually 
sugar-sweet press support is here and 
there becoming shrewish.” “Right now, 
everybody’s talking about the same 
thing in different terms or different 
things in the same terms. And the pub- 
lic is beginning to wonder who’s run- 
ning the government, anyhow. It’s time 
to re-group, General.” “He is astonish- 
ingly indecisive.” “The fantastic think- 
ing” of the President, “approaches hy- 
pocrisy.” 

From this comparatively conserva- 
tive beginning, a campaign of villifi- 
cation has developed full swing so that 
Stewart Alsop, the well-known pro- 
Zionist columnist, now writes: 


“The Eisenhower aura fades as at- 
tacks on him mount. Something mys- 
terious but important, which cannot be 
described or explained, has happened 
in recent weeks. 


“Until very recently, a kind of celes- 
tial aura, a quality of being larger than 
life, surrounded Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
like ‘The divinity that doth hedge a 
King.’ But in recent weeks, the aura 
has rather suddenly begun to wear off. 


“You could sense the fading of the 





aura at the President’. most recent 
press conference, for example. The 
President has had — and for that mat- 
ter still has — the kindest press that 
any President has enjoyed in this cen- 
tury. 


“Until very recently, the almost 
motherly attitude of the press towards 
the President made his press conferenc- 
es rather dull affairs. 


“But last Wednesday, the President 
was asked a number of questions with 
distinct ‘Have-you-stopped beating- 
your-wife?’ overtones. At least twice, 
when he was asked about his personal 
finances and about his appointment of 
the unfortunate Maxwell H. Gluck as 
Ambassador to Ceylon, the President 
became visibly angry. 


“There is plenty of other evidence of 
the new tendency to treat the President 
more like a human being and less like 
a sovereign to be admired at a respect- 
ful distance. 


“It is no longer shocking, or even 
very surprising to find such words as 
‘vacillating’ or ‘wishy-washy’ used in 
the friendly press to describe the Presi- 
dent’s handling of such matters as the 
budget, or the school bill, or civil 
rights.” 


x * * 


STUDY of the President’s press 
conferences shows that questions 
are being these days purposely planted 
to elicit answers that will reflect upon 
him in a personal way. Little gouges 
are being inflicted in attempts to make 
him angry. This, from an Associated 
Press dispatch, illustrates the tech- 
nique: 

“When a reporter at the President’s 
news conference mentioned an article 
that said Eisenhower’s total worth was 
about a million dollars, Ike replied if 
he were offered that amount he would 
sell his holdings ‘in a hurry.’ Thursday, 
a group took up the offer. Kidd Brew- 
er, heading the group, sent a telegram 
to the President, offering one million 
dollars for his holdings.” 


Typical headlines like the following 
tend to disgust decent people: “Stomach 


willie. 





Ache Puts Ike to Bed,” “Ike’s Stomach 
Upsets Market,” “Senator Kerr Says 
Ike Lacks Brains,” and “Chicago Rab. 
bis Rip Ike’s Israel Policy.” 


The pattern of the present opposition 
actually took form just prior to the 
last national election. Surfaceful man- 
ifestations resulting from this subter- 
ranean planning are now being obsery- 
ed in press, radio, TV and other public 
media. Just before the voting, John 
O’Donnell wrote in his Washington 
syndicated column of October 29, 
1956: 


“From the practical political view- 
point, both Republicans and Democrats 
are angling for what is commonly 
know as the ‘Jewish vote,’ or more cor- 
rectly ‘the Zionist vote,’ in the big pop- 
ulation centers of the _ northeastern 
states: New York, Massachusetts, New 
Jersey, etc. Tonight, the big thinkers 
in both political camps have the 
jitters ... 


“The happy development in the last 
fortnight is the fact that our military 
and diplomatic intelligence came 
through with the advance information 
on the determination of David Ben- 
Gurion to launch a ‘preventive war’ on 
the Moslem states before our Presiden- 
tial election. We had the information 
hours ahead of London and Paris. All 


was top secret. 


“At the same time, word came 
through to political headquarters that 
American Zionists had informed Tel 
Aviv that Israel would probably fare 
better under a Democratic administra- 
tion of Stevenson and Kefauver than 
they would under a Republican regime 
of Eisenhower and Nixon with Foster 
Dulles Secretary of State.” 


Observers marvelled that the Presi- 
dent dared to accept such a challenge 








from such a powerful source and use | 
his influence to stop Israel, France and | 








England in their tracks ... thereby mi- 
tigating the possibilities of a world 
conflagration! 








No matter pretenses to the contrary, | 


international Zionists have not forgiv- 
en him and never will. Their propagan- 
da machine is out to get him!

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TAUGHEIN FILES ANOTHER 
COURT ACTION AGAINST 
FOOD & DRUG ADMIMSTRATION 








GINCE Attorney James J. Laughlin 

of Washington, D. C. has been en- 
gaged to work at legal levels to help 
save the Hoxsey cancer cure, a change 
for the better is noted. The hopes of 
many people, whose spirits had sagged, 
are now revived. 


Last month’s Defender reported two 
actions which he immediately brought 
in federal court at Washington, D. C., 
and Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania against 
the Food & Drug Administration. Both 
cases will come to trial at an early 
date. Mr. Laughlin has no intention of 
letting the matter drag. 


(1) The first action was a Complaint 
For Mandatory Injunction against the 
Food & Drug Administration for using 
taxpayers’ money to prepare, print and 
circulate a misleading “Warning” pos- 
ter against the Hoxsey treatment 
charged with being a compilation of 
malicious libelous half truths and out- 
right lies. Mr. Laughlin and Dr. Hox- 
sey want this trash torn down from the 
Country’s 46-thousand Post Office bul- 
letin boards. Marion B. Folsom, Secre- 
tary of the Department of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare ... and George P. 
Larrick, Commissioner of the Food & 
Drug Administration, were named de- 
fendants. 





(2) The second action is a Motion 
For New Trial in the Pittsburgh case 
lost late last year by the Hoxsey forces 
to the Food & Drug Administration 
when federal judge John L. Miller gave 
jury instructions which made impos- 
sible a verdict favorable to the Hoxsey 
Cancer Clinic of Portage, Pennsylvania. 
Mr. Laughlin has “new evidence” of 
jury tampering. Several strange things 
are said to have happened in this case 
that may warrant a grand jury investi- 
gation. 


Now Mr. Laughlin has filed a third 
action. This time to restrain Food & 
Drug agents from _ performing like 
members of a Gestapo, barging in up- 
on sick people (Hoxsey cancer patients) 
to threaten, frighten, browbeat and 
intimidate. 


Folsom and Larrick are again named 
defendants. The text of the Complaint 
For Injunction starts on the next page 
of this Defender. Space is not available 
to produce the complete text of the nine 
appended affidavits ... but the sum-

maries appearing in the text of the 
Complaint bring into focus the dastard- 
ly vicious tactics employed by Larrick’s 
“agents.” 


This third suit asserts that Mr. Fol- 
som and Mr. Larrick are relying on 
authority given them by the Pure Food, 
Drug and Cosmetics Act, but that they 
are “arbitrarily and maliciously” ex- 
ceeding the authority that Act bestows. 
Food & Drug men are not accustomed 
to being challenged and have therefore 
reacted angrily to the three suits. 


Evil men, clothed with the authority 
of Government agencies, do not fright- 
en Mr. Laughlin. He proved this in the 
so-called Sedition Case of 1944, when 
helping to save a group of patriotic 
Americans from crucifixion by Com- 
munists and Communist sympathizers 
operating inside the New Deal. 


He is now delivering effective blows 
on behalf of the Country’s 40-million 
cancer victims. As stated in the open- 
ing paragraph of this article, a change 
for the better is being observed.

COMPLAINT FOR INJUNCTION 


1. Hoxsey Cancer Clinic, Inc. is a 
corporation located in Portage, Penn- 
sylvania, certificate of incorporation 
issued pursuant to the statutes of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania as of 


April 25, 1955. 


2. The defendant Marion B. Folsom 
is the Secretary of the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare and has 
supervision of the defendant Larrick 
named herein. 


3. The defendant George P. Larrick 
is the Commissioner of the Food and 
Drug Administration and is charged 
by law with the enforcement of the 
Food, Drug, and Cosmetic Act, Tea 
Importation Act, Import Milk Act, 
— Poison Act, and Filled Milk 

ct. 


4. Jurisdiction is predicated on di- 
versity of citizenship. 


5. The plaintiff, through its licensed 
practitioners, examine, diagnose and 
treat members of the public for various 
diseases in man which includes but is 
not limited to the diagnosis, care and 
treatment of those afflicted with cancer. 


6. Plaintiff says unto the Court that 
the defendants and their agents have 
never questioned the efficacy of the ex- 
aminations, diagnosis and treatment 
at the plaintiff-clinic of the various 
diseases other than cancer and have 
admitted that plaintiff gives beneficial 
and efficacious treatment to those af- 
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flicted with external cancer. However, 
there has been and is pending litiga- 
tion in the United States District Court 
for the Western District of Pennsyl- 
vania and in the United States Court of 
Appeals for the Third Circuit with re- 
spect to the efficacy of the treatment 
administered at the plaintiff-clinic for 
internal cancer. 


7. The authority for the defendants 
and their agents to investigate for al- 
leged violations of the Pure Food, Drug 
and Cosmetic Act is found in Title 21, 
Section 3 and regulations issued pur- 
suant to the general grant of rule-mak- 
ing power in Title 21, Section 3. 


8. Plaintiff says that the defendants, 
through their agents, are arbitrarily, 
maliciously, exceeding the authority 
granted to them to investigate in good 
faith for alleged violations of the Act 
and that the defendants, through their 
agents, are systematically contacting 
and interviewing patients of the plain- 
tiff and uttering slanderous, false, un- 
true and malicious remarks about 
plaintiff, its personnel, its practitioners, 
its treatment, and is attempting to in- 
duce the said patients by this action to 
breach their contract with plaintiff and 
to discontinue their relationship with 
plaintiff; they are at the present time 
even contacting prospective patients of 
plaintiff and warning them not to use 
the plaintiff's facilities. 


9. With respect to the allegation, 
supra, and to demonstrate that the in- 
vestigation is not in good faith and 
that the acts, statements and conduct 
of the defendants, through their agents, 
exceed the statutory authority granted 
to the defendants, we call the Court’s 
attention to the following unlawful acts 
and systematic course of conduct seek- 
ing to destroy and abolish plaintiff’s 
corporate existence and to permanent- 
ly injure and abolish the existing con- 
tracts between the plaintiff and its num- 
erous patients throughout the country: 


L 


On or about April of 1957 the de- 
fendants, through their agents, visited 
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a Mrs. Hellen Thornburg, Richmond, 
Indiana, a patient of your plaintiff en- 
titled under contract to receive con- 
tinued treatment from your plaintiff 
and after the said patient had stated 
that the treatment she received at plain- 
tiff’s premises had saved her life, the 
agent wrongfully and unlawfully 
stated: “The treatment was worthless, 
that you (meaning plaintiff Hoxsey 
Cancer Clinic) were fakes” and that the 
fees paid to the Clinic for treatment 
“was a horrible price.” When the pa- 
tient asked if the defendants’ agents 
would report the beneficial reports of 
the Hoxsey treatment at the plaintiff's 
premises the agent replied: “No, I am 
looking for cases that did not turn out 
good.” The affidavit of Mrs. Hellen 
Thornburg is annexed hereto and made 
a part hereof. 


Il. 


On or about December 1956, two 
agents of the defendants Folsom and 
Larrick interviewed and alarmed a Mr. 
Harry McKnight of 3308 Floyd Street, 
Ashland, Kentucky, a patient of your 
plaintiff and entitled under contract 
with your plaintiff to continued treat- 
ment. The agents interrogated Mr. Mc- 
Knight as to what medicine he was re- 
ceiving from plaintiff and after he re- 
fused to sign a paper the defendants’ 
agents intimidated Mr. McKnight by 
stating that the “FBI would be back” 
and they wanted to extract from him 
the names and addresses of the people 
who recommended the Clinic to him. 
The affidavit of Mr. McKnight is at- 


tached hereto and made a part hereof. 


Il. 


During June, 1957, agents of the de- 
fendants visited Mrs. Grace Allen, 
Schuyler, Virginia, who informed them 
that she had had cancer and that prior 
to her being a patient at the plaintiff's 
premises she had operations and 32 
deep therapy treatments. From Sep- 
tember 22, 1956 she had become a pa- 
tient of your plaintiff and was a patient 
and under contract with plaintiff at the 
time of her interview. When she told 
the agent that she had benefited from 
the treatment she had received at your 
plaintiff's premises the agent stated: 
“The treatment you were taking wasn’t 
effective in the treatment of cancer.” 
The agent then stated she would be 
subpoenaed and that one of the Ii 
censed practitioners dispensing the 
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Hoxsey treatment had gone to the 
Mayo Clinic after he discovered that 
he had cancer. The affidavit of Mrs. 
Allen is attached hereto and made a 
part hereof. 


IV. 


The defendants, through their agents, 
contacted a Mrs. John F. Hinkler, 3355 
Cavanaugh Avenue, Cincinnati, Ohio, 
whose husband was a patient of your 
plaintiff and who was entitled under 
contract to continued treatment from 
your plaintiff. A summary of the in- 
terview in verified form is attached 
hereto and made a part hereof. It will 
be seen that in pursuance of the sys- 
tematic course of unlawful conduct the 
agent falsely accused the plaintiff of 
making a million dollars a year in 
profit, stating to the patient’s wife that 
they had access to the Internal Reve- 
nue’s files with respect to the profits 
made by your plaintiff. Plaintiff says 
further that after the agent requested 
Mrs. Hinkler to turn over any literature 
on the Hoxsey treatment he attempted, 
again, to induce her to breach her con- 
tract with your plaintiff and told her 
she should go to other physicians and 
reiterated that the treatment her hus- 
band received at the plaintiff’s premises 
through plaintiff's licensed practition- 
ers was worthless in the treatment of 
cancer. The affidavit of Mrs. Hinkler 
is attached hereto and made a part 
hereof. 


V. 


On or about the 8th of June, 1957, 
a Mr. Walch, an agent of the defen- 
dants, contacted a patient of your 
plaintiff who was under contract with 
your plaintiff and was receiving treat- 
ment, a Mrs. Milo Cech of Fairfax, 
Iowa, and the agent stated to her that 
he would keep coming back to her 
home until she gave him the medicine 
that was prescribed by the licensed 
practitioners at plaintiff’s premises and 
he then unlawfully, falsely and mali- 
ciously stated to Mrs. Cech that the 
drugs prescribed at plaintiff’s premises 
“had something in it to make cancer 
grow faster.” The affidavit of Mrs. 
Cech is attached hereto and made a 
part hereof. 


VL 


Your plaintiff says that as late as 
May 1957 agents of the defendants con- 
tacted Mrs. Olga Marona of Cameron, 
North Carolina, a patient of your 
plaintiff and entitled under contract to 
receive treatment from your plaintiff, 
and told her that the medication that 
she received was worthless for the treat- 
ment of internal cancer. The affidavit 
of Mrs. Marona is attached hereto and 
made a part hereof. 





VIL 


In June of 1956 agents of the de- 
fendants interviewed Anne F. Dodge 
of Endicott, New York, a patient of 
your plaintiff, under contract and re- 
ceiving treatment from your plaintiff. 
They insisted that she leave her job for 
their interview and during the course 
of their examination they told her that 
the treatment she was receiving from 
your plaintiff was worthless and advis- 
ed her to take other forms of treatment. 
The affidavit of Miss Dodge is attached 


hereto and made a part hereof. 


VIL 
On or about the 12th of June, 1957, 


agents of the defendants contacted one 
Mrs. Thelma V. Bibler of Fremont, 
Ohio, a patient of your plaintiff, and 
entitled under contract to receive treat- 





ment from plaintiff, and they demand- 
ed that she turn over to them the medi- 
cation prescribed by the practitioners 
of your plaintiff and stated to her that 
the entire treatment was worthless and 
that “a certain portion of this medica- 
tion could be detrimental to my (Mrs. 
Bibler) health and was found by them 
to even encourage the spread of can- 
cer.” The affidavit of Mrs. Bibler is 
attached hereto and made a part hereof. 


10. The plaintiff says unto the 
Court that the above facts are merely 
representative of the systematic course 
of conduct by the agents of the defend- 
ants in approaching and interviewing 
all of the patients and the prospective 
patients of your plaintiff and through 
this course of harassment, intimidation 
and willful and malicious slander of 
your plaintiff, its personnel, its practi- 
tioners and its care and diagnosis and 
treatment of physical diseases in man

the defendants are causing irreparable 
damage for which the plaintiff has no 
adequate remedy at law and that the 
said patients are being induced to 
breach and abandon their contracts 
with plaintiff and to desist from any 
further relationship with your plaintiff 
and its practitioners. 


11. Plaintiff says unto the Court that 
not only are the defendants by and 
through their agents unlawfully seek- 
ing to destroy the good will and con- 
tract rights and relationships existing 
between plaintiff and the members of 
the public it has already examined, 
diagnosed and treated but they are un- 
lawfully attempting to warn and pre- 
vent other members of the public from 
initially visiting your plaintiff’s prem- 
ises for care, examination and diag- 
nosis of various diseases in man by 
visiting said individuals the moment 
they correspond with your plaintiff and 
warning them that the plaintiff’s treat- 
ment is worthless and detrimental to 
their health. This course of conduct is 
illustrated by the following: 


(a) On the 13th of May, 1957, a 
Mrs. Mary E. O’Brien of Norfolk, 
Virginia, corresponded with plaintiff's 
administrative office seeking an appoint- 
ment for a thorough physical examina- 
tion. On the 14th of May, 1957, a Mr. 
Bawkin, an agent of the defendants, 
contacted Mrs. O’Brien and told her 
that he was informed that she contem- 
plated going to your plaintiff’s premises 
for examination, diagnosis and treat- 
ment and told her that the treatment 
administered at your plaintiff's prem- 
ises was worthless and detrimental to 
her health and that she should not make 
any further arrangements with respect 





to visiting the plaintiff's premises for 
examination, diagnosis, care and treat- 
ment if such was necessary. The affi- 
davit of Mrs. O’Brien is attached here- 
to and made a part hereof. 


12. Plaintiff says unto the Court that 
this systematic course of unlawful con- 
duct is not only exceeding the statutory 
authority of said defendants to investi- 
gate for violations of the Pure Food 
and Drug Act but that the unlawful 
conduct complained of will cause ir- 
reparable damage to plaintiff in that all 
existing members of the public who 
have been treated by the plaintiff and 
who are undergoing treatment and who 
have contracts in effect with your plain- 
tiff are being harassed and _ intimi- 
dated; the contract relationships and 
arrangements between plaintiff and its 
patients are being destroyed, such that 
the natural and ultimate effect of said 
course of conduct will not only deter 
patients who suffer from internal can- 
cer in visiting plaintiff's premises but 
all members of the public suffering 
from various diseases in man including 
those suffering from external cancer 
as well as other diseases will be simi- 
larly intimidated so that they will not 
avail themselves of plaintiff’s services. 
The unlawful conduct also seeks to pre- 
vent new patients from visiting plain- 
tiff’s premises thus imminently threat- 
ening the continued corporate existence 


of your plaintiff. 


WHEREFORE, The premises con- 
sidered, plaintiff prays: 


1. That an injunction issue restrain- 
ing and enjoining defendants and their 
agents from harassing, intimidating 
patients of your plaintiff and from 
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uttering false and slanderous remarks 
impugning the honesty and integrity of 
the practitioners who prescribe, diag- 
nose and care for those members of the 
public who visit plaintiff’s premises 
and to restrain and enjoin the defend- 
ants and their agents from stating to 
patients of your plaintiff that the treat- 
ments administered are worthless and 
to restrain and enjoin the defendants 
and their agents from advising the said 
patients of your plaintiff to breach 
their contracts with plaintiff. 


2. That injunction issue restraining 
and enjoining the defendants and their 
agents from contacting members of the 
public who have not as yet come to the 
plaintiff-Clinic advising them not to 
come and from stating to said individ- 
uals that the treatments administered at 
plaintiff’s premises are worthless and 
detrimental to health of the members 
of the public. 


3. That injunction issue restraining 
and enjoining the defendants and their 
agents from harassing patients of your 
plaintiff and enjoining them from tak- 
ing from plaintiff’s patients medicines 
prescribed by _ licensed practitioners 
working in plaintiff’s premises. 

4. For such other and further relief 
as the Court may deem just and proper.

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SPURIOUS CLAIMS FOR CANCER “CURES” 


A Defender Hour Broadcast ... by Dr. Gerald B. Winrod 








I WISH on this broadcast to say some- 

thing about the word “cure” as it 
is these days being used in connection 
with cancer. The term used to be ta- 
boo! 


Dire threats were made against any- 
one who might dare say that a cure for 
cancer existed. Only a quack would do 
such a thing. He must be immediately 
put out of business, ostracized, quaran- 
tined, sent to jail, removed from circu- 
lation. 


The public was to be denied any hint 
of hope from cancer. Let the victim be 
cut and bled and burned and drugged 
and buried, after paying heavily for 
being taken through the tortures of a 
burning hell of surgery and radiation. 


Cancer is incurable, they said, but 
use the knife, X-ray and radium any 
way. Pay for costly operations and hos- 
pital bills, but don’t expect a cure. Si- 
lence the man or woman who dares 
offer hope to a cancer sufferer. 


This idea became fixed, galvanized, 
in the public mind. It was false, but 
proved to be powerful propaganda. The 
interests responsible for this deception 
knew very well that cancer was being 
cured (and is now) by the Hoxsey sys- 
tem of Chemotherapy. But the Ameri- 
can people were kept in the dark. 


Then we started to work. The De- 
fender Hour began to speak out. The 
Defender Magazine opened its columns 
to the truth. A nationwide call to 
prayer was issued. A pamphleteering 
crusade was launched which has re- 
sulted in the distribution of millions of 
pieces of literature. A wave of enlight- 
enment has swept the Country. 


We used the word “cure” with bold- 
ness, because it was true. We turned to 
court records and reproduced the testi- 
mony of cured patients given under 
oath, supported by biopsy reports, hos- 
pital records, clinical findings, com- 
plete documentation, demonstrating the 
cure of all types of external and inter- 
nal cancer by the Hoxsey method. 


As this knowledge began to grow, 
the groups who had told the public 
that a cure did not exist, were forced 
to change their entire propaganda line. 
They revised their approach and ex- 


panded their vocabulary to include the 
word “cure.” Now they toss it around 
with utter recklessness. 


A CRUEL HOAX 


Yesterday, they said use surgery, X- 
day and radium but do not expect a 
cure. Today they are saying to use the 
same methods, and that you can expect 
a cure. They have reversed themselves. 


On the factual side, their method of 
treatment is basically wrong. The 
source of cancer trouble, says the Hox- 
sey system, is in the blood stream. The 
blood must be cleansed of the infection. 
This is the premise of Chemotherapy. 
No knife can cut a cancer out of the 
blood stream. No ray can burn it out. 


The blood chemistry must be 
changed. The Hoxsey treatment does 
exactly that by medicines taken orally. 


If cancer was incurable a few 
months ago by surgery and radiation 
(and it was), it remains the same to- 
day. Users of these methods are op- 
erating now, exactly like they were 
then. But faced with an ever-increasing 
record of cures by the Hoxsey system, 
they profess to be curing cancer by 
cutting, bleeding and burning. 


When pinned down for an explana- 
tion, they usually come up with some- 
thing like the following American Can- 
cer Society release, announcing cures 
if treated “soon enough.” 


“Cancer is an uncontrolled growth 
of cells which, if allowed to spread un- 
checked, almost always leads to death,” 
says the American Cancer Society. “But 
if it’s found while still limited to its 
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origin it can be cured by X-ray, ra- 
dium or surgery. No cancer ever was 
cured by pills, powders, nor by any 
home remedy, nor by any quack or 
‘wonder doctor’ using a ‘secret’ method, 
gadget or medicine .. 


“Last year about 80,000 Americans 
were saved from dying of cancer. Many 
thousands more could have been if they 
had been given treatment soon 
enough.” 


I heard an official of the American 
Cancer Society say recently on a TV 
program these words: “We think we 
have saved 150,000 lives during the 
last year.” The statement was made in 
connection with a fund raising cam- 
paign. 

Compare such an indefinite utterance 
with the plain, concrete, case histories 
made public by the Hoxsey forces giv- 
ing names, dates, places and details of 
actual bona fide cures where the Hox- 
sey medicines were administered. 


MR. NIXON'S STATEMENT 


Then there was that horrible, mis- 
leading, weasel-worded statement to 
which Vice President Nixon placed his 
signature, quoting him as saying there 
had been 800,000 cancer cures during 
the last five years. I don’t believe he 
wrote it! 


Mr. Nixon was reported to have said: 
“There are some things that just don’t 
go away by themselves. Cancer — ex- 
cept in a very few exceptional cases — 
is one of them. That’s why Pat and I 
get annual checkups. And that’s why, 
once I cross the 45-year mark, I plan 
to have a chest X-ray every year. 


“Lung cancer, a major killer of 
American males, last year took a toll 
of 29,000 lives. Doctors say that many 
of these thousands could have been 
saved by early detection and treatment. 
The American Cancer Society tells us 
that most other types of cancer also 
have a high curability rate — if the 
patient gets to the doctor in time. 


“There are 800,000 witnesses to this 
startling fact. These 800,000 men and 
women had cancer and were cured — 
completely — at least five years ago. 
They are alive today because the dis- 








ease was detected and treated in the 
very early stages. 


“These 800,000 victors over cancer 
are behind the American Cancer So- 
ciety’s plea to all Americans to fight 
cancer with a checkup and a check. It’s 
the only way.” 


Just how these statistics were com- 
piled and the round figure arrived at, 
is not explained. We wish it were true. 
We wish such a claim could be estab- 
lished, but until documented cures can 
be presented that will stand up in 
court like those of Dr. Hoxsey’s, per- 
haps informed observers will be par- 
doned for being somewhat skeptical. 


Several Defender Hour listeners have 
written us about the lady whose picture 
came on and off the screen in motion 
picture theaters across the Country dur- 
ing the last money raising campaign of 
the American Cancer Society. She 
would appear suddenly and say, “I’m 
from Georgia,” and then explain how 
she was “cured” by surgery and radia- 
tion. 


No name. No address. No record of 
diagnosis. Nothing. Just her picture 
and a statement that she had been 
cured — mark you, cured! What kind 
of business is that? 


When a Hoxsey cure is presented, 
the public is taken into complete confi- 
dence and given the date, place, street 
address, the nature of the growth, how 
diagnosed, when and where treated, all 
details. 


WHY THE SECRECY ? 


A novel group has been formed with 
headquarters at Washington called the 
Cured Cancer Club of which Priscilla 
Dexter Kern is President. She also 
signs her name, Mrs. Oliver Stewart 
Kern. The group publishes gaudy liter- 
ature, carries on costly propaganda 
and works in close cooperation with 
the Food and Drug Administration. 


A doctor of a southern State, wrote 
for information and the names of cured 





members residing in his part of the 
Country. He received two elaborate 
brochures and the following letter from 
Mrs. Kern: 


“Dear Dr. Thank you for your letter 
to the Cured Cancer Club and for your 
interest in our very important work for 
cancer sufferers. As you ask to know 
more about the club, I am enclosing 
some of our literature which you may 
find interesting. 


“Tt would not be possible for me to 
give you names of persons who have 
treated cancer patients without license, 
thereby causing serious conditions 
there delay in proper treatment, — but 
I can also inclose some pamphlets cir- 
culated by the U. S. Government. 


“Our members were all treated by 
either surgery, X-ray — or radium and 
we are all very well and active now, 
and dedicated to giving reassurance, 
encouragment and hope to others who 
must go threw a cancer experience 
and helping to dispel their fears. We 
do urge early detection for it saves 
suffering and life. 


“Thank you very much for your in- 
terest. Very sincerely, Priscilla Dexter 
Kern, Mrs. Oliver Stewart Kern, Presi- 
dent Cured Cancer Club Washington, 
DS ag 


This letter was penned in long hand. 
I have quoted it word for word exactly 
as written including grammatical er- 
rors. 

Why the secrecy? Why not give the 
names and addresses of Club members 
who profess cures? Why not share the 
good news with others? 


Any claim attributing therapeutic 
value to surgery and radiation in the 
treatment of cancer must be written 
off as spurious. 


X-RAY BREEDS CANCER 


The Houston Chronicle of July 17, 
1957 carried a front page story under 
the following headline: PHYSICIAN 
SAYS X-RAYS HELP CAUSE CAN- 
CER. The article stated: 
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“There is a definite increase in cases 
of children with leukemia whose moth- 
ers underwent excessive X-ray treat- 
ment during pregnancy, Dr. Michael 
B. Shimkin, national cancer authority, 


said here Wednesday. 


“Dr. Shimkin, of the National Can- 
cer Institute in Bethesda, Maryland, is 
one of 23 distinguished out-of-state 
physicians lecturing at the 23rd Annual 
Postgraduate Medical Assembly of 
South Texas. 


“He charged that ‘the slapping 
around’ of X-rays by doctors is bad 
business. 


“‘Tonizing radiation, even in doses 
used for diagnostic purposes in preg- 
nant women, increases the incidence of 
leukemia (cancer of the blood) in their 
children,’ he said. 


“In higher doses, it induces leuk- 
emia, cancer of the thyroid, and prob- 
ably several other types of malignan- 
cies in the patient.’ 


“‘‘That does not mean,’ he said, ‘that 
persons shouldn’t be exposed to X-rays. 
It just means the rays should be used 
only when necessary. Let’s not use 
X-rays to see if a new shoe fits.’ 


“Dr. Shimkin said doctors have 
learned that certain conditions will 
produce cancer. 


“He said industrial areas have po- 
tential cancer-producing atmospheres 
because of air pollution, and predicted 
that the cancer rate in Los Angeles will 
show an increase within the next 20 
years because of the smog there. 


“He ended his talk on a final note: 


“ ‘There is another smog that causes 
cancer — that self-induced smog of the 
cigarette smoker. 

“ ‘And,’ he added, ‘the use of filters 


in cigarettes is merely psychotherapy’.” 


METHOD FATALLY WRONG 


An interesting editorial appeared in 
the June 1957 edition of the British 
Medical Review, disapproving the en- 
tire “approved” approach to the can- 
cer problem. According to this highly 
reputable publication the method is 
basically and fatally defective. 


The remarks appear in connection 
with a review of Dr. Harry M. Hox- 
sey’s book “You Don’t Have To Die.” 
The two opening paragraphs of the 
editorial read as follows: 


“Time and again in the pages of this 
journal we have insisted that modern 
cancer research is being conducted on 
the wrong lines, and that while time 
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and money are being literally wasted 
trying to find out the cause of cancer, 
the death rate from this terrible disease 
goes on steadily increasing. We know 
the causes of cancer. They are, indeed, 
many and various. What we do not 
know is how these causes bring about 
the changes in the cells and tissues of 
the organs affected. This will never, 
we submit, be discovered by the pres- 
ent methods of research. If they are 
ever found out it will be by the clini- 
cian or the pathologist. We need to 
find out a cure for the disease and this, 
we fear, will not emanate from the 
mere research worker on mice and 
other animals. 


“We could almost dare to prophesy 
that the cure will be discovered in some 
almost miraculous manner; it may be 
even by a layman. Certainly we have 
often stated that if a layman, for in- 
stance, were to find a cure for cancer 
we would be one of the first to use it, 
and so we are reviewing a book whose 
author maintains he has a cure for this 
disease ...” 


NO HELL TOO HOT 


What surgery, X-ray and radium do 
to cancer is common knowledge. A vast 
amount of scientific research has been 
done in this field, proving that the 





“approved” methods used for treating 
the disease actually promote it. 


We have in our files a great many 
letters from persons telling of the car- 
nage wrought in their family circles 
after being misled by quacks into the 
terrors of surgery and radiation. I shall 
read one such letter from Mr. E. M. 
Avrett, Rural Route 2, Lexington, Tex- 
as: 


“Dear Dr. Winrod: I know some- 
thing about the awfulness of cancer 
and the futility of the treatments that 
are generally used for it. I have had 
a sad experience. 


“In 1942 a sore came in my wife’s 
mouth and we carried her to our local 
doctor. After examination, he advised 
us to take her to the Scott and White 
Sanitarium at Temple, Texas. They 
pronounced it cancer and tried to burn 
it out. It healed but after a few months 
broke out again. We carried her back 
to Scott and White and this time they 
used surgery, cutting out the glands 
inside of her neck. It healed again. 


“After a little while it recurred and 
we carried her back to Scott and White 
and they said there was nothing more 
that could be done. We knew nothing 
about the Hoxsey treatment at this 
time and so knew nothing else to do. 
She suffered on for several months and 





on the 6th day of April 1944 she pass- 
ed away. 


“T feel like if we had known about 
the Hoxsey treatment and taken her 
there at first, her life might have been 
saved. Dr. Winrod, I have known of 
several cases of cancer that had all that 
surgery could give them and not one 
of them is alive. 


“If Dr. Hoxsey’s treatment is doing 
what you say it is (and I do not doubt 
it) I think no hell can be too hot for 
the ones who are trying to do away 
with it.” 

Before drawing this broadcast to a 
close I would like to say, at the risk 
of seeming repetitious, that the interest 
of the Defenders organization in health 
matters is religious rather than medi- 
cal. The Church of Jesus Christ, 
throughout its history, has been care- 
ful for man’s physical well-being, the 
same as his spiritual welfare. A sur- 
prisingly large amount of Scripture is 
devoted to man’s physical needs. This 
fact is attested by our Lord’s miracles. 
We do not possess the power that char- 
acterized His works while in the flesh, 
but we can feel some of the compas- 
sion He felt for those who suffer.

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DR. GEORGE M. LAMSA 
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"THE Holman Bible Company will in- 

troduce on the markets next month 
a new translation of the entire Bible 
from the original Aramaic Peshitta ... 
a monumental work produced by the 
noted Middle East scholar, Dr. George 
M. Lamsa. 


Jesus spoke Aramaic. So did His 
disciples. It was the Palestinian lan- 
guage of the times, having been handed 
down from the ancient Assyrian Em- 
pire. The New Testament was written 
in Aramaic and later translated into 
Greek and other tongues. 


The Peshitta is the official Bible of 
the Church of the East. The Patriarch 
and Head of that Church recently wrote 
the Holman Bible Company as follows: 


“With reference to your letter con- 
cerning Lamsa’s translation of the Ar- 
amaic Bible, and the originality of the 
Peshitta text, as Patriarch and Head 
of the Holy Apostolic and Catholic 
Church of the East we wish to state, 
that the Church of the East received 
the scriptures from the hands of the 
blessed Apostles themselves in Aramaic 
original, the language spoken by our 
Lord Jesus Christ himself, and that the 
Peshitta is the text of the Church of the 
East which has come down from the 
Biblical times without any change or 
revision. Mar Eshai Shimun, by Grace, 
Catholicos Patriarch of the East.” 


Pure Aramaic has been preserved 
through the centuries, down to the pres- 
ent hour, in one small isolated com- 
munity of the world — located in a 
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basin formed by the rivers Tigris and 
Euphrates, in the mountain fastnesses 
of Iran. Dr. Lamsa was born there. 


His people are descendants of the 
Assyrians, whose empire contributed 
so much to the culture of Bible times. 
Among their achievements was the in- 
vention of the alphabet. The Assyrians 
and their language played an import- 
ant part in the history of the Middle 
East, the Bible and religion in general. 


The territory where these primitive, 
Aramaic-speaking Christians lived is 
known as the Cradle of Civilization. 
Some insist that the Garden of Eden 
was located in the same general area. 
Prior to the dawn of the twentieth cen- 
tury, it was hardly known to geopraph- 
ers and archaeologists. 


Dr. Lamsa’s people were shepherds 
who lived in tents and migrated seek- 
ing pasture and water for their flocks. 
The region was isolated and for cen- 
turies cut off from the rest of the Chris- 
tian world, but they had the sacred 
Peshitta to guide them. Dr. Lamsa 
learned the language Christ spoke at 
his mother’s knee. 


The pastoral life of his boyhood was 
the same as that of the Old Testament 
patriarchs. Shepherds sought grass and 
water for their sheep, bound up the in- 
jured and searched after those which 
were lost. Women milked goats and 
carried it in bottles made of hide. Two 
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women, one young and the other old, 
sat behind the grinder, grinding wheat, 
and bread was baked as of yore. There 
were priests who taught the Peshitta 
and other sacred writings, and like 
most boys, young Lamsa studied under 
them. 


The Church of England had estab- 
lished schools in parts of what was 
then called Persia, also Turkey. George 
M. Lamsa became a student and gradu- 
ated with the highest honors they could 
confer. He was awarded the equiva- 
lent to our Doctor of Theology. Some 
of the instructors under whom he stu- 
died theology, history, mathematics, as- 
tronomy and languages were from 
Cambridge and Oxford. They came to 
help strengthen the Church of the East. 


The First World War found Dr. Lam- 
sa in Constantinople, specializing in 
languages at Imperial University. Un- 
rest and revolution compelled him to 
leave for Europe and later South Amer- 
ica where he found employment at 
menial tasks. 


It was 1928 before he returned to 
the land of his birth. Things were quite 
different due to world changes result- 
ing from the War. He was well received 
wherever his travels took him in the 
Middle East. British and Arabian au- 
thorities extended every courtesy. 


Dr. Lamsa has been able to interpret 
Eastern customs, manners, philosophy 
and religion to Westerners in a way 
to create widespread interest. One of 
his famous lectures is on the origin of 
the alphabet. His discovery of the or- 
igin of the English alphabet in 1935 


was a major sensation. 


He has written several books explain- 
ing the language sources of the Old and 
New Testaments, interpreting difficult 
passages, idioms and parables. He is a 
recognized authority on comparative 
religions and often lectures on the rise 
and spread of Islam. The United States 
Government frequently avails itself of 
his great knowledge of languages by 
calling him in to translate letters, docu- 
ments and publications. 


Dr. Lamsa says: “When Nineveh was 
destroyed in 612 B.C., many of the 
princes and noblemen of this once vast 
empire fled northward into inaccessible 
mountains where they remained se- 
cluded and cut off until the dawn of the 
twentieth century. Nahum says: “Thy 
shepherds slumber, O king of Assyria: 
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thy nobles shall dwell in the dust: thy 
people is scattered upon the mountains, 
and no man gathereth them.’ 


“Some descendants of the Assyrians 
and some of the descendants of the ten 
tribes who were taken captive by the 
Assyrian kings in 721 B.C., and settled 
in Assyria, Babylon, Persia and other 
places east of the river Euphrates, were 
among the first converts to Christian- 
ity.” 

If members of the so-called “ten lost 
tribes” were included in these strange, 
isolated people, the instructions of 
Christ recorded in Matthew 10:6 may 
have been given in their behalf. On 
that occasion He sent forth a group of 
disciples saying: “Go rather to the lost 
sheep of the house of Israel.” 


Be that as it may, there remains no 
doubt about the Gospel being taken to 
these people in their natural hideaway. 
The existence of the Peshitta estab- 
lishes this fact. They had to have con- 
tact with the Apostles to possess New 
Testament writings in their original 
language vehicle. 


Dr. Lamsa continues: “The Assyrians 
remained dormant during the Persian, 
Greek, Roman and Arab conquests. 
Being isolated and surrounded by their 
enemies, they remained _ secluded 
throughout the centuries, thus preser- 
ving the Aramaic language, which was 
the language of the Near East, and per- 
petuating the ancient Biblical customs 
and manners which were common to all 
races and peoples in this part of the 
ancient world.” 


It is the concensus of best opinion 
that Dr. Lamsa was better equipped 
than any other living human being to 
translate and deliver the precious Pe- 
shitta to English-speaking people. 
Christians owe a lasting debt of grati- 
tude to the Holman Bible Company for 
making this possible.

... “And do not let us enter into temp- 
tation, but deliver us from error.” 


Hebrews 7:3, “Without father, with- 
out mother, without descent, having 
neither beginning of days, nor end of 
life; but made like unto the Son of 
God; abideth a priest continually.” ... 
“Neither his father nor his mother is 
recorded in the genealogies; and neith- 
er the beginning of his days nor the 
end of his life; but, like the Son of 
God, his priesthood abides for ever.” 


Isaiah 19:10, “And they shall be 
broken in the purposes thereof, all that 
make sluices and ponds for fish.” ... 
“And all those who make strong drink 
for the drinking of the people shall be 
humiliated.” 


Psalm 144:7, “Send thine hand 
above; rid me, and deliver me out of 
great waters, from the hand of strange 
children.” ... “Stretch forth thy hand 
from above; deliver me out of great 
waters, from the hand of the ungodly.” 


Genesis 49:14, “Issachar is a strong 
ass couching down between two bur- 
dens.” ... “Issachar is a mighty man 
couching by the highways.” 


Christians have at their disposal 
many mauscripts and translations out 
of the past ... such as the Greek Sep- 
tuagint of the Old Testament, Je- 
rome’s Latin Vulgate, the Wycliffe 
Version, the Tyndale Version, the Re- 
vised Version (not to be confused with 
the new, questionable “Revised Stan- 
dard Version”) and others. 


This being true, it would seem that

Once again The Defender reaches into the past and retrieves a sermon

“And when they were come to the 
place, which is called Calvary, there 
they crucified him, and the malefac- 
tors, one on the right hand, and the 
other on the left.” — Luke 23:33. 


UST OUTSIDE of Jerusalem is a 

swell of ground, toward which a 
crowd is ascending; for it is the day 
of execution. What a mighty assem- 
blage! 

















Some for curiosity to hear what the 
malefactors will say, and to see how 
they will act. The three persons to be 
executed are already there. Some of the 
spectators are vile of lip and bloody 
of cheek. Some look up with revenge, 
hardly able to keep their hands off the 
sufferers. Some tear their own hair in 
a frenzy of grief. Some stand in silent 
horror. Some break out into uncon- 
trollable weeping. Some clap their 
hands in delight that the offenders are 
to be punished at last. 


The soldiers, with drawn swords, 
drive back the mob, which press on so 
hard. There is fear that the proceed- 
ings may be interrupted. Let the Ro- 
man Legion, now stationed at Jerusa- 
lem, on horseback, dash along the line, 
and force back the surging multitude. 
“Back with you!” is the cry. “Have 
you never seen a man die before?” 


Three crosses in a row. An upright 
piece and two transverse pieces — one 
on the top, on which the hands are 
nailed, and one at the middle, on which 
the victim sat. Three trees just planted, 
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yet bearing fruit, the one at the right 
bearing poison, and the one at the left 
bitter aloes; the one in the middle 
apples of love. Norway pine, and trop- 
ical orange, and Lebanon cedar would 
not make so strange a grove as this 
orchard of Calvary. 


THE MAN ON THE RIGHT 


Stand, and give a look at the three 
crosses. Just look at the one on the 
right. Its victim dies scoffing. More 
tremendous than his physical anguish 
is his scorn and hatred of Him on the 
middle cross. This one on the right 
twists half around on the spikes to hiss 
at the one in the middle. 


If the scoffer could get one hand 
loose, and He were within reach, he 
would smite the middle sufferer in the 
face. He hates Him with perfect hatred. 
I think he wishes he were down on the 
ground, that he might spear Him. He 
envies the mechanics who, with their 
nails, have nailed Him fast. 


Amid the settling darkness, and loud- 
er than the crash of the rocks, I hear 
him jeer out these words; “Oh! ah! 
you poor wretch, I knew you were an 
imposter! You pretended to be a God, 
and yet you let these people master 
you.” It was in some such hate that 
Voltaire, in his death hour, because he 
thought he saw Christ in his bedroom, 
got up on his elbow, and cried out: 
“Crush that wretch!” 


What had the middle cross done to 
arouse up this right-hand cross? Noth- 
ing. Oh, the enmity of the natural heart 
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| against Christ! The world likes a senti- 
mental Christ or a philanthropic Christ: 
but a Christ who comes to snatch men 
from their sins, away with Him! 


On this right-hand cross, I see typi- 
fied the unbelief of the world. Men 
say: “Back with Him from the heart. 
I will not let Him take my sins. If He 
will die, let Him die for Himself, not 
for me.” 

There has always been a war be- 
tween this right-hand cross and the 
middle cross, and wherever there is an 
unbelieving heart, there the fight goes 
on. Oh, if, when that dying malefactor 
perished, the faithlessness of man had 
perished, then that tree which yields 
poison would not have budded and 
blossomed for all the world. 


Look up into that disturbed coun- 
tenance of the sufferer, and see what a 
ghastly thing it is to reject Christ. Be- 
hold in that awful face, in that pitiful 
look, in that unblessed death hour, the 
stings of the sinner’s departure. 


That dying malefactor was not so 
much to blame as I. Christianity was 
not established, and perhaps not until 
that day had that man heard the Christ. 
But after Christ has stood almost nine- 
teen centuries, working the wonders of 
His grace, you reject Him. 


That right-hand cross, with its long 
beam, overshadows all the earth. It is 
planted in the heart of the race. When 
the time comes, the Spirit of God shall, 
with its ax, hew down that right-hand 
cross, until it shall fall at the foot of 
that middle cross, and unbelief, the 
railing malefactor of the world, shall 
perish from all our hearts. 


“If thou be the Son of God.” Was 
there any “if” about it? Tell me, thou 
star, that in robe of light did run to 
point out His birthplace. Tell me, thou 
sea, that didst put thy hand over thy 
lip when He bid thee be still. Tell me, 
ye dead who got up to see Him die. 
Tell me, thou sun in mid-heaven, who 
for Him didst pull down over thy face 
the veil of darkness. Tell me, ye lepers, 
who were cleansed; ye dead, who were 


raised, is He the Son of God? 


Aye, aye! responds the universe. The 
flowers breathe it, the stars chime it, 
the redeemed celebrate it, the angels 
rise up on their thrones to announce it. 
And yet on that miserable malefactor’s 
“if” millions shall be wrecked for all 
eternity. That little “if” is the little in- 
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sect which has enough venom in its 
sting to cause the death of the soul. 


No “if” about it. I know it. Ecce 
Deus! I feel it thoroughly, through 
every muscle of the body, and through 
every faculty of my mind, and through 
every energy of my soul. Living, I will 
preach it; dying, I will pillow my head 
upon its consolations. Jesus the God! 


THE MAN ON THE LEFT 


Away, then, from this right-hand 
cross. The red berries of the forest are 
apt to be poisonous, and around this 
tree of carnage grow the red, poisonous 
berries of which millions have tasted 
and died. I can see no use for this 
right-hand cross, except it be used as a 
lever with which to upturn the unbe- 


lief of the world. 


Here from the right-hand cross I go 
to the left. Pass clear to the other side. 
That victim also twists himself upon 
the nails to look at the center cross, 
yet not to scoff. It is to worship. He, 
too, would like to get his hand loose, 
not to smite, but to deliver the sufferer 
of the middle cross. He cries to the 
railer cursing on the other side: “Si- 
lence! Between us is innocence in 
agony. We suffer for our crimes. Si- 
lence!” 


Oh, ye people, be not afraid. Bitter 
herbs are sometimes a tonic for the 
body, and the bitter aloes that grow 
on this tree shall give strength and life 
to thy soul. This left-hand cross is a 
repenting cross. 


As men who have been nearly drown- 
ed tell us that in one moment, while 
they were under the water, their whole 
life passed before them, so I suppose 
that in one moment the dying male- 
factor thought over all his past life. Of 
that night when he went into an un- 
guarded door and took the silver, the 
gold, the jewels, and as the sleeper stir- 
red he put a knife through his heart. Of 
that day when, in the lonely pass, he 
met the wayfarer, and, regardless of 
the cries, and prayers, and tears, and 
struggles of his victim, flung the man- 
gled corpse into the dust of the high- 
way, or heaped upon it the stones. 


He says: “Oh, I am a guilty wretch. 
I deserve this. There is no need of my 
cursing. That will not stop the pain. 
There is no need of blaspheming Christ, 
for He has done me no wrong; and 
yet I cannot die so. The tortures of 
my body are outdone by the tortures 








of my soul. The past is a scene of mis- 
doing. The present a crucifixion. The 
future an everlasting undoing. 


“What! No help from above, no help 
from beneath? Then I must turn to my 
companion in sorrow, the one on the 
middle cross. 


“T have heard that He knows how 
to help a man when he is in trouble. 
I have heard that He can cure the 
wounded. I have heard how He can 
pardon the sinner. Surely, in all His 
wanderings up and down the earth He 
never saw one more in need of His 
forgiveness. 

“Wilt Thou look for the moment 
away from Thy own pangs to pity me? 
Lord, it is not to have my hands re- 
lieved or my feet taken from the tor- 
ture. I can stand all this; but oh, my 
sins! my sins! my sins! they pierce me 
through and through. They tell me I 
must die forever. They will push me 
out into darkness unless Thou wilt 
help. I confess it all. Hear the cry of 
the dying thief, Lord, remember me 
when Thou comest into Thy kingdom.” 


Likewise must we repent. You say: 
“T have stolen nothing.” I reply: We 
have all been guilty of the mightiest 
felony of the universe, for we have 
robbed God — robbed Him of our 
time, robbed Him of our talents, rob- 
bed Him of our services. Suppose you 
send a man west as an agent of your 
firm, and every month you pay him his 
salary, and at the end of ten years you 
find out that he has been serving an- 
other firm, but taking your salary; 
would you not at once condemn him 
as dishonest? 


Have you ever noticed the climax 
in the passage of Scripture which says: 
“The heart is deceitful?” That seems 
enough. But the passage goes on: “The 
heart is deceitful above all things!” 
Will you not say that is enough? But 
the passage goes further: “The heart is 
deceitful above all things and desper- 
ately wicked.” 


If we could see the true condition of 
the unpardoned before God, what 
wringing of hands there would be, what 
a thousand-voiced shriek of supplica- 
tion and despair! But you are a sinner, 
a sinner. I speak not to the person who 
sits next to you, but to you. You are 
a sinner. All the transgressions of a 
lifetime have been gathered up into 
an avalanche. At any moment it may 
slip from the cliffs and crush you for- 
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ever. May the Lord Almighty, by His 
grace, help us to repent of our sins 
while repentance is possible. 


This left-hand cross was a believing 
cross. There was no guesswork in that 
prayer; no “if” in that supplication. 
The left-hand cross flung itself at the 
foot of the middle cross, expecting 
mercy. 

Faith is only just opening the hand 
to take what Christ offers us. The work 
is all done, the bridge is built strong 
enough for all of us to walk over. Tap 
not at the door of God’s mercy with the 
tip of your fingers; but as a warrior, 
with gauntleted fists beats at the castle 
gate, so, with all the aroused energies 
of our souls, let us pound at the gate 
of heaven. 


That gate is locked. You go to it with 
a bunch of keys. You try philosophy: 
that will not open it. You try good 
works: that will not open it. A large 
door generally has a ponderous key. 
I take the Cross and place the foot of 
it in the socket of the lock, and by 
the two arms of the Cross I turn the 
lock and the door opens. 


This left-hand cross was a pardoning 
cross. The crosses were only two or 
three yards apart. It did not take long 
for Christ to hear. Christ might have 
turned away, and said: How darest 
thou speak to me. I am the Lord of 
heaven and earth. I have seen your 
violence. When you struck down that 
man in the darkness, I saw you. You 
are getting a just reward. Die in dark- 
ness, die forever. But Jesus said not 
so; but rather: “This day shalt thou be 
with me in paradise.” As much as to 
say: “I see you there; don’t worry. I 
will not only bear my cross, but help 
you with yours.” 


The dying thief rejoiced to see 
That fountain In his day; 

And there may I, as vile as he, 
Wash all my sins away. 


THE MAN IN THE CENTER 


I have shown you the right-hand 
cross and the left-hand cross. Now 
come to the middle cross. We stood 
at the one and found it yielded poison. 
We stood at the other and found it 
yielded bitter aloes. Come now to the 
middle cross, and shake down apples 
of love. 
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Uncover your head. You never saw 
so tender a scene as this. You may 
have seen father, or mother, or com- 
panion, or child die, but never so af- 
fecting a scene as this. The railing thief 
looked from one way and saw only the 
right side of Christ’s face. The peni- 
tent thief looked from the other way 
and saw the left side of Christ’s face. 
But where you sit, in the full blaze of 
Gospel, you see Christ’s full face. 


It was a suffering cross. If the weap- 
ons of torture had gone only through 
the fatty portions of the body, the tor- 
ture would not have been so great, but 
they went through the hands, and feet, 
and temples; the most sensitive por- 
tions. It was not only the spear that 
went into His side, but the sins of all 
the race — a thousand spears plunge 
after plunge, deeper and deeper, until 
the silence and composure that before 
characterized Him gave way to a groan, 
through which rumbled the sorrows of 
time and the woes of eternity. 


Human hate had done its worst, and 
hell had hurled its sharpest javelin, and 
devils had vented their hottest rage 
when, with every nerve of His body in 
torture, and every fiber of His heart in 
excruciation, He cried out: “My God, 
my God, why hast thou forsaken me?” 


It was a vicarious cross. The right- 
hand cross suffered for itself; the left- 
hand cross for itself; but the middle 
cross for you. 

When a king was dying, a young 
man cried: “Pour my blood into his 
veins, that he die not.” The veins of 
the young man were tapped, and the 
blood transferred; so that the king 
lived, but the young man died. Christ 
saw the race perishing. He cried: “Pour 
my blood into their veins, that they 
die not.” 

My hand is free now because Christ’s 
was crushed. My soul escapes because 
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Christ’s was bound. I gain heaven be- 
cause Christ for me endured the hor- 
rors of hell. 

When the Swiss, many years ago, 
were contending against their enemies 
standing in solid phalanx, they knew 
not how to break their ranks; but one 
of their heroes rushed out in front of 
his regiment and shouted: “Make way 
for liberty!” 

The weapons of the enemy were 
plunged into his heart, but while they 
were slaying him their ranks, of course, 
were broken, and through that gap 
the Swiss marched to victory. Christ 
saw all the powers of darkness assail- 
ing men. He cried out: “Make way for 
the redemption of the world.” All the 
weapons of infernal wrath struck Him, 
but our race marched out free. 

To this middle cross, my dying hear- 
ers, look, that your souls may live. I 
showed you the right-hand cross in 
order that you might see what an aw- 
ful thing it is to be unbelieving. I 
showed you the left-hand cross that you 
might see what it is to repent. Now 
I show you the middle cross that you 
may see what Christ has done to save 
your soul. 

Poets have sung its praise, and sculp- 
tors have attempted to commemorate it 
in marble, and martyrs have clung to 
it in the fire, and Christians dying 
quietly in their beds leaned their heads 
against it. May all our souls embrace 
it with an ecstasy of affection. Lay 
hold of that cross, Oh dying sinner, 
everything else will fail you. Without 
a strong grip on that you perish. Put 
your hand on that and you are safe, 
though a world swing from beneath 
your feet. 

Oh that I might engrave on your 
souls ineffaceably the three crosses, 
and that if in your waking moments 
you will not heed, then that in your 
dream tonight you might see on the 
hill back of Jerusalem the three spec- 
tacles —the right-hand cross, showing 
unbelief and dying without Christ — 
the left-hand, showing what it is to be 
pardoned — while the central cross 
pours upon your soul the sunburst of 
heaven as it says: “By all these wounds 
I plead for thy heart. I have loved thee 
with an everlasting love. Rivers cannot 
quench it. The floods cannot drown it!”

TRAILS

HEN WE LEAVE the Union of 

South Africa on our Medical-Mis- 
sionary safari through British Africa 
early next year, we shall be entering 
countries made famous a century ago 
by Africa’s greatest medical mission- 
ary — David Livingstone. Today this 
land is called the Central African Fed- 
eration, and embraces Southern Rho- 
desia, and Northern Rhodesia and Ny- 
assaland. 


It is just two years beyond the cen- 
tury mark since Dr. Livingstone dis- 
covered the famed Victoria Falls on 
the Zambesi River. True, from the Bar- 
otse Natives he had often heard tales 
about Mosi-oa-tunya (“the-Smoke-that- 
sounds”). But it was not until 1855 
that he, the medical missionary, felt 
impelled to make the long trip by na- 
tive boat to these fabled falls. 


On the trip Livingstone learned that 
the ancient name of the Falls was 
Shongwe (“the Seething Cauldron”). 
He was in all seriousness told by his 
Barotse companions that in the region 
of Mosi-oa-tunya there lay hidden be- 
neath the turbulent waters of the Zam- 
besi a tremendous monster, ever ready 
to engulf a canoe and destroy its oc- 
cupants, a myth accepted by the Na- 
tives, who yet believed that the proper 


prayer could nullify the menace of this 
mythical brute. 


The last mile of the river travel east- 
ward, toward Mosi-oa-tunya had to be 
made in a tiny specially built canoe 
instead of the larger river boat. In 
this precarious craft Livingstone was 
piloted by one Zangwrella, named by 
the local Natives the “Guardian of Mo- 
si-oa-tunya.” 


Uncomfortably, Zangwrella’s _ nick- 
name was Tuba Makoro — the “de- 
stroyer-of canoes.” But the grinning 
“guardian” assured his white passen- 
ger that the small craft was both sturdy 
and easily maneuvered in the choppy 
and snag-infested waters, and that his 
nickname was ill-deserved. 


Suddenly, there came to Dr. Living- 
stone’s ears a distant roar, as of linger- 
ing thunder. As Zangwrella steered 
eastward with supreme skill, the pas- 
senger regained his composure, and 
marveled as the sound grew in volume. 


He forgot to be alarmed when the 
choppy waters became rough and cap- 
ped with sinister white foam. Instead, 
his eyes were fixed upon the mile wide 
wall of vapor that reached hundreds 
of yards into the heavens. That night 
he wrote in his journal, “It resembles

smoke rising from large tracts of grass 
being burned.” 

His keen eyes took in the spreading 
green trees, at this season spangled 
with gaudy flowers; the beautiful trop- 
ical palms, loaded with golf-ball sized, 
ivory-white and ivory-hard nuts; the 
lush sylvan vegetation, in flamboyant 
colors, of exotic shapes. 

“It had never been seen before by 
European eyes,” he wrote, “but scenes 
so lovely must have been gazed upon 
by angels in their flight.” 

Because it was the dry season, the 
water was low, and Dr. Livingstone 
was able to land on a small island 
(which today bears his name), whose 
front yard was the yawning abyss of 
the Main Falls. 

On the Southern Rhodesia side of the 
Zambesi, at the head of the Falls, we 
shall see the statue of Livingstone. 


Five years later Dr. Livingstone de- 
cided that the less he used his medical 
skill the better, otherwise so occupied 
would be his time that he would have 
to neglect his pastoral, administrative 
and educational duties. One particular 
experience led him to this decision. 














He had performed a minor operation 
to correct a native woman’s barrenness 
after the native witch doctor had igno- 
minously failed. Within a year his 
patient presented her happy husband 
with a son. “The consequence was,” 
wrote Livingstone, “that I was teased 
with applications from husbands and 
wives from all parts of the country,” 
some walking over two hundred miles 
for his “child medicine.” 

We shall then travel eastward to view 
the Hoover-dam-to-be of the Rhodesias 
— the Kariba Dam, now under construc- 
tion across the Zambesi halfway to the 
Indian Ocean. 


We shall be reminded here that, 
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while negotiating the Kabrabasa Cata- 
racts, some 900 miles east of the Vic- 
toria Falls and 400 miles inland from 
the Indian Ocean, disaster overtook the 
mission boat, and Dr. Livingstone nar- 
rowly escaped drowning. 


At this time he planned to install his 
family in a home on the uplands of the 
tributary River Shire. But when she 
arrived in Cape Town, Mary Living- 
stone was desperately ill, and some 
three months after their reunion she 


died. 


“For the first time in my life,” he 
wrote, “I am willing to die.” But God 
came to his aid, and he pushed north- 
ward. 


By January 1867 his expedition 
crossed the Chambezi River, in what 
is now the eastern border of Northern 
Rhodesia. Continuing northward 
through murderous swamps, he discov- 
ered Lake Bangweulu. Two years later, 
after suffering unbelievable depriva- 
tions and covering thousands of miles 
afoot, his party arrived at Ujiji, on the 
eastern shores of Lake Tanganyika. 


He explored eastward to Nyangwe, 
and there witnessed the massacre of un- 
willing Manyuema tribesmen and wom- 
en by avaricious slave traders. Sicken- 
ed by the experience and by the fact 
that he had been impotent to avert the 
murderous attack, he trudged back to 
Ujiji, and there he remained, teaching 
and preaching and ferreting out infor- 
mation about rivers and mountains, 
and endeavoring to regain his lost 
health, ir order to solve the riddles of 
the sources of the Congo River and 
the Nile. 

We shall travel northwest from Nyas- 
saland into Tanganyika until we reach 
Ujiji, the place where a momentous 
meeting took place in 1871.

The anxious world had lost sight of 
the famous and beloved explorer-phy- 
sician-missionary-educator Livingstone, 
and from every nation came pleas, urg- 
ing somebody to do something to find 
Dr. Livingstone. 


It was early afternoon in Ujiji. Dr. 
Livingstone, weak and dispirited from 
his long illness, was suddenly electri- 
fied by volleys of rifle fire, followed 
by the loud shouts of men, women and 
children, all caught in the throes of 
some great fear, or excitement. 


“Slavers!” Livingstone’s lips form- 
ed the word. He wondered if he had 
the strength to cope with those nefari- 
ous traders in human flesh. Then his 
man-servant Susi, breathless from 
sprinting, appeared before his master’s 
mud _ house. 

“Bwana!” he gasped. “An English- 
man!” 

“What?” Dr. Livingstone held the 
door jamb for support. 

“It is true, Bwana! I have seen him!” 
Susi pointed toward the dusty village 
square. 

Bewildered, his head swimming, Dr. 
Livingstone moved into the roadway. 
He moved painfully, for every joint in 
his body ached. He pulled down the 
peak of his “ambassador’s cap” against 
the glare of the sun, and peered across 
the square. Suddenly then, he gasped. 


He reeled and staggered back a pace 
in amazement at what he saw: a crowd 
of Natives lined both sides of the road- 
way, and between them marched a 
string of porters carrying heavy loads, 
a group of armed Arabs with rifles 
over shoulders, and marching before 
them was a young and bearded white 
man. And beside the white man at 
the head of the column strode proudly 
a Native who bore the unfurled Stars 
and Stripes. 
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’ “An American!” Livingstone mur- 
mured. 


Thus Henry Morton Stanley, who 
had been sent by the New York Herald 
to search for the noted missionary ex- 
plorer, completed his trek. Gordon Ben- 
nett, Jr., owner of the newspaper, be- 
lieved Dr. Livingstone to be alive and 
evinced willingness to support his 
theory by financing an expedition to 
make the search. 


(Stanley was born June 10, 1841 of 
a family named Rowlands or Rollant 
in Wales; came to America and was 
adopted into the Stanley family at New 
Orleans in 1859; later became famous 
for exploits as an explorer and expert 
in the field of journalism.) 


The bearded young man, a smile 
separating his firm lips, strode resolute- 
ly toward Dr. Livingstone. Two paces 
distant he stopped and doffed his pith 


helmet. 


“Dr. Livingstone, I presume?” He 
bowed and his smile widened to a 
happy grin. His eyes, alight with a 
great inner joy, told of the fulfilment 
of a lifetime of yearning for this one 
moment. 


“Yes.” The elderly man stroked his 
grizzled beard. He moved forward a 
pace. He held out his hand. Ceremon- 
iously, as if being introduced in a Lon- 
don salon, the two white men shook 


hands. 
From Ujiji we shall proceed eastward 


to Tabora and then on to Old Chitambo. 





Shortly after Christmas, when it be- 
came evident to Stanley that Dr. Liv- 
ingstone could not be persuaded to go 
home with him, the two men journey- 
ed together as far as Tabora, in the 
heart of today’s Tanganyika. On March 
14, 1872 they parted, Stanley traveling 
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eastward and Livingstone ever further 
into the hinterland, searching for the 
watersheds of the Congo and the Nile. 


For the second time he reached Lake 
Bangweulu, then struck due east across 
the Chambezi River. Suddenly, the 
weather turned so cold that Livingstone 
could barely hold a pencil between his 
fingers. Bravely, he stumbled onward. 
The Nile! The Congo! He must finish 
those pieces of work before submitting 
to the insidious whisperings born of 
exhaustion and ill health. If there were 
only someone who could carry on for 
him when... 


Suddenly, like a vision it came to 
him: Stanley! There was the man to 
finish this exploratory phase of his 
work, the discovery of the sources of 
the Nile and of the Congo! He smiled, 
sighed and took pencil in hand. 


No longer could Livingstone walk, 
and his emaciated body was constantly 
wracked with pain and the ague of 
malaria. When his mind began to wan- 
der, his faithful comrades, “Jacob 
Wainwright,” a Nazik boy; Susi and 
Chuma, whom he treated rather as 
brothers than Africans, took the reins 
into their own hands, and transported 
their beloved Bwana to Ilala (“a-place- 
to-lie-down”), the village of friendly 
Chief Chitambo. 


On the night of April 30, 1872 be- 
fore stretching his fever-wracked body 
on his cot as was his custom, David 
Livingstone knelt in prayer. He never 
rose from his aching knees. In the 
morning his black friends found him 
still kneeling, his body cold and stiff 
and lifeless. 


In Chief Chitambo’s village their lov- 
ing hands embalmed their master’s 
body for its long journey homeward. 
Because his heart belonged to Africa, 
they removed that part of him and bur- 
ied it in a dignified Christian ceremony 
at Old Chitambo, and there, today, in 
the very heart of no longer “Darkest 
Africa,” stands the Livingstone Me- 
morial. 


We shall pause with bowed heads be- 
fore this monument, this memorial of the 
Natives for one they loved, for the one 
whose memory has urged us to this task 


we have set ourselves. 














Jacob and Susi and Chuma wrapped 
Bwana David’s meager remains in clean 
clothes, then encased the body in a tan- 
nic, acid-impregnated bark gleaned 


from certain local trees. They organ- 
ized a safari of their own, and bore on 
poles the bier through 1500 miles of 
almost impregnable and danger-ridden 
wilderness to the coastal town of Baga- 
moyo in the Zanzibar Channel. 


When the infrequent boat for Eng- 
land stopped at Bagamoyo, Jacob ac- 
companied the body of his Bwana to 
London, for the master would not want 
to be without his servant on the long 
trip. And when, fifty weeks after his 
death, Livingstone’s body was laid to 
rest in Westminster Abbey beside the 
rulers of Great Britain, Jacob the faith- 
ful served as a pallbearer. 


“Whether we call him a great ex- 
plorer, or a master missionary, whether 
we honor him as a liberator or com- 
mend him as a geographer,” wrote Pro- 
fessor Frank Debenham, “Livingstone 
remains Mr. Greatheart, a pilgrim who 
would never swerve from his purpose 
or cease his struggles till life ended.” 


We shall travel north to Lake Victoria, 
the source of the River Nile. We shall 
visit the small town of Jinja in Uganda 
— but not to play golf in the only golf 
course that permits the player to lift his 
ball from a hippopotamus’ foot imprint. 
No, we shall rather visit the Ripon Falls, 
the beginning of the Nile, and remember 


Stanley, the man who added “finis” to 
the work of his hero Livingstone. 





























In 1874 Henry Morton Stanley traced 
the course of the Congo. Four years 
later he discovered Mount Ruwenzori 
— the Mountains of the Moon — and 
Lake Albert Edward. 


When in 1899 Stanley was knighted 
for his achievements by Queen Victor- 
ia, Sir Henry felt that he was but the 
custodian of an honor that in reality 
belonged to his lifelong hero, “Mr. 
Greatheart.” 


Only then could David Livingstone’s 
words, written six weeks before his 
death, be recorded: “My birthday,” 
he wrote laboriously. “My Jesus, my 
King, my Life, my All, O gracious 
Father, that ere this year is gone I may 
finish my work. In Jesus’ name I ask 
it. Amen.” 


We shall move away from this mo- 
dern Africa, blazing with electric lights 
from the power station erected at Ripon 
Falls, and ever remember that behind 
the brightness of this new Africa is the 
ever-present memory of its greatest cit- 
izen, David Livingstone. 
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Third in a series of articles on 
the parables of Christ by Dr. 
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QORTING through our Lord’s par- 

ables it is discovered that Matthew’s 
Gospel contains eleven found in neither 
Mark nor Luke. Two belong exclusive- 
ly to Mark and seventeen to Luke. 
Three are recorded in both Matthew 
and Luke. Seven appear in Matthew, 
Mark and Luke. This makes a total of 
forty. 

Matthew’s eleven are now under con- 
sideration with present emphasis upon 
three, the Hidden Treasure, the Pearl 
of Great Price, and the Drag Net, Mat- 
thew 13:44-50. 


The cluster of parables recorded in 
the thirteenth chapter of Matthew were 
addressed to two different types of 
hearers. Jesus sat in a house by the 
seaside. He went “out of the house” 
and addressed a mixed multitude on 
the shore. The burden of His message 
was four parables — the Sower, the 
Wheat and Tares, the Mustard Seed 
and the Leaven.” 


Then He “went into the house” and 
addressed a small group of spiritually 





minded followers. The burden of this 
message was three parables — the Hid- 
den Treasure, the Pearl of Great Price 
and the Drag Net. 


The basic consideration was His pro- 
gram on the earth between the two ad- 
vents. “The kingdom of heaven is like 

> There were, however, two differ- 
ent grades of teaching, one for those 
on the outside, and another for mem- 
bers of the inner circle on the inside. 


It was known to the King that during 
the ensuing age there would be out- 
siders, men capable of seeing only the 
external manifestations of the King- 
dom, interested spectators enjoying sec- 
ondary blessings and advantages. He 
therefore dealt with aspects patent to 
all observers such as sowing seed, the 
growth of wheat, the visible progress 
of the Kingdom. 


The first series of four parables were 
especially to men of sight. The second 
series of three parables were exclusive- 
ly to men of faith. Those outside the 
Kingdom would be merely conscious of 
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things seen. Those inside the Kingdom 
would have confidence in things un- 
seen. “The kingdom of God cometh 
not with observation.” 


After declaring the evident things of 
the Kingdom scheduled for the future, 
the Master proceeded to unveil certain 
hidden things to friends who possessed 
capacity to grasp the great truths invol- 
ved, reminding one of Daniel’s state- 
ment that, “the wise shall understand.” 


“Again, the kingdom of heaven is 
like unto treasure hid in a field; the 
which when a man hath found, he hid. 
eth, and for joy thereof goeth and sell- 
eth all that he hath, and buyeth that 
field.” 


The setting of the parable presup- 
poses a time, in the ancient past, when 
there were no banks in which to de- 
posit money or safety deposit vaults 
where valuables could be stored. It be- 
came a common practice to hide sav- 
ings in a secret place or bury them in 
the earth. If an owner died suddenly, 
or for some other reason failed to re- 
trieve his hidden treasure, another 
might make a search and find it. 

















Dr. Thomas Gutherie says in his 
quaint way: “The earth became a bank 
in which was accumulated, during the 
course of ages, a vast amount of un- 
claimed deposits.” 


The man described in the parable 
came upon such a treasure. Satisfying 
himself of its great value, he obliter- 
ated all traces of his discovery. With- 
out explaining the motive to anyone, 
he sold all his possessions in order to 
purchase the field in which the “find” 
was hidden. 


Two figures well-known to us in the 
parable of the Wheat and Tares come 
prominently into focus. Christ had dis- 
cussed them a few minutes earlier out- 
side the house, namely the field and the 
man. 


“The field is the world.” The Greek 
word for world in this instance is kos- 
mos and takes in the entire planet, in- 
cluding every form of life, animate and 
inanimate. The man of the field is de- 
scribed as “the son of man.” He plants 
seed in the field (world), in the parable 
of the Wheat and Tares. He finds some- 
thing of great value in the field 
(world), in the parable of the Hidden 


Treasure. 
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The man of the parable is therefore 
the divine Saviour and His treasure 
hunt covered the period that He spent 
in the flesh organizing and establish- 
ing His kingdom. Fortified with this 
knowledge, the hidden meaning of the 
story readily comes to light. 


We are intrigued by the fact that He 
not only discovered the treasure but 
hid it again. Thereupon He purchased 
the field at tremendous expense. 


“Forasmuch as ye know that ye were 
not redeemed with corruptible things, 
as silver and gold, from your vain con- 
versation received by tradition from 
your fathers; But with the precious 
blood of Christ, as of a lamb without 
blemish and without spot.” 


The man “selleth all that he had.” 
The King of glory emptied Himself in 
order to bring in the kingdom. “Who, 
being in the form of God, thought it 
not robbery to be equal with God: But 
made himself of no reputation, and 
took upon him the form of a servant, 
and was made in the likeness of men.” 


The treasure cannot refer to salva- 
tion (as some have thought) because 
that would place the finder in the posi- 
tion of being a sinner. Moreover the 
man purchases the field and the trea- 
sure. Salvation cannot be bought. It is 
a free gift to be accepted on the basis 
of unmerited grace. 


Human beings cannot earn salvation. 
They have nothing to give in exchange 
for it. “For by grace are ye saved 
through faith; and that not of your- 
selves: it is the gift of God.” 


Knowing the field to be the world 
and the man Christ, the identity of the 
treasure is easily established: It is the 
hidden and latent possibility of realiz- 
ing the Kingdom of heaven and gov- 
ernment of God in the world. 


The Kingdom, a secret plan originat- 
ing in the Infinite mind and blueprint- 
ed from eternity, was brought to light 
by the the Son of Man at awful cost. 
He materialized that which had existed 
for ages past. “The preaching of Jesus 
Christ, according to the revelation of 
the mystery, which was kept secret 
since the world began.” 


There now remains no secret regard- 
ing the principles of the Kingdom and 
the King’s methods for ruling the 
hearts of His subjects. The order and 
beauty of that government are known. 
This is the hidden treasure, precious 
TI 
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beyond description and of value that 
cannot be computed. 


The paradox of the man finding and 
immediately hiding the treasure can be 
explained. There are evil forces at 
work which keep the Kingdom from 
coming to complete fruition. The world 
knows the plan potentially and partial- 
ly, but not experientially. The trea- 
sure has been found and is enjoyed by 
the insiders, but there remain outsiders 
in the present age to whom it remains 


hidden. 

“Again, the kingdom of heaven is like 
unto a merchant man, seeking goodly 
pearls: Who, when he had found one 
pearl of great price, went and sold all 
that he had, and bought it.” 

















This man, a traveling merchant, was 
a dealer in pearls which he bought and 
sold for gain. Finding one of surpass- 
ing value, he sold all he had and 
bought it, congratulating himself on a 
splendid investment. The pearl is used 
to drive home an important phase of 
the Kingdom message. 


There exists a close relationship be- 
tween the parable of the Hidden Trea- 
sure and that of the Pearl. The King- 
dom, the man and the great value of 
the principal object remain basically 
the same. But the pearl introduces 
other features of interpretation unique 
to this parable. The story stands apart, 
unlike any other word picture of the 


Christ. 


Let it be noted that pearls are pro- 
duced only by organisms. They result 
from life processes. It is to be ques- 
tioned if this can be said of any other 
gem. The next fact of interpretation is 
that pearls come into existence only 
through suffering. An oyster is hurt 
and dresses the wound with a pearl. 


Perhaps a grain of sand or some 
other foreign substance works its way 
inside the shell. This tiny object does 
not become the pearl. On the contrary, 
the oyster puts layer after layer of 
nacre or mother-of-pearl over the sore, 
until there is wrought an exquisitely 
beautiful jewel. There is built over the 
injured area something unknown to 
any other realm of nature. 


The Kingdom could not be estab- 
lished without injury. “Surely he hath 
borne our griefs, and carried our sor-

Then the story went on to explain 
that a physician in Columbus, Ohio 
“delved in the medical history of the 
seventeenth century American Indian 
medicine men” and from this source 
discovered a preparation of herbs “that 
has proved 87% effective in clinical 





tests, or 32% more successful than any 
modern medication.” 


Many, looking in upon the Indian’s 
past, have been amazed to learn of the 
superior knowledge these people pos- 
sessed in health matters ... their un- 
derstanding of nature’s secrets and abil- 
ity to clear up ailments to which our 
modern civilization is heir, including 
heart disease, by the use of extracts 
from Cactus, Yucca and other desert 
plants.

rows: yet we did esteem him stricken, 
smitten of God and afflicted. But he 
was wounded for our transgressions, he 
was bruised for our iniquities: the 
chastisement of our peace was upon 
him; and with his stripes we are heal- 
ed.” “Reproach hath broken my heart; 
and I am full of heaviness.” 


Pearls symbolize innocence and puri- 
ty. This is the meaning of the Greek 
term, margarites, from which our Eng- 
lish word “purity” emerges. An impure 
intruder enters a shell and becomes the 
basis for adding something wholly pure 
to nature’s order. Who will say that 
this does not suggest the processes of 
the Kingdom for changing sinners in- 
to saints? 


The man of the story was interested 
in only the best, goodly pearls. But 
the one discovered, surpassed his fond- 
est dreams and expectations. It was so 
precious as to be worthy only for the 
adornment of a king. In ancient times, 
the finest of everything was reserved 
for the ruling monarch. It is not likely 
that the most beautiful, priceless pearl 
in the world would be allowed to fall 
into other hands. 


“For he is Lord of lords, and King 
of kings: and they that are with him 
are called, and chosen, and faithful.” 


The pearl is also a fitting symbol of 
the Church, made up of “called out 
ones” and forged into the most re- 
splendent gem of the ages. Paul por- 
trays the saints collectively as Christ’s 





bride and says: “This is a great mys- 
tery: but I speak concerning Christ 
and the church.” 


There was _ nothing promiscuous 
about the search of the merchant. It 
was no accident that he located the 
pearl. He knew exactly what he was 
looking for and wanted. The Church 
had existed in the mind and purpose 
of God from eternity. The purchase of 
the pearl was its materialization. 


The Church’s one foundation 

Is Jesus Christ her Lord; 

She is His new creation 

By water and the word: 

From Heav’n He came and sought her 
To be His holy bride; 

With His own blood He bought her, 
And for her life He died. 


Associated with the “mystery” of the 
Church in Paul’s letter to the Ephe- 
sians, is the “mystery of the gospel.” 
Through the preaching of the Gospel, 
people are conditioned to receive un- 
created eternal life which cannot be 
acquired by physical birth. 

This plan was conceived in the mind 
of God from the foundation of the 
world. It is indeed a mystery. We can- 
not join the true Church. We are born 
into it. Mortal eye has never seen the 
Church, but Christ saw it from eternity. 
The same life is imparted to the born 
again believer that the world saw man- 
ifested in the person of the Saviour. 


“And without controversy great is 
the mystery of godliness: God was 
manifest in the flesh, justified in the 
Spirit, seen of angels, preached unto 
the Gentiles, believed on in the world, 
received up into glory.”

This parable concludes, like an ap- 
pendix, the series of Matthew chapter 
thirteen devoted to the Kingdom prin- 
ciple in the present age. In view of 
what has gone before, it invites only 
brief comment. 











Fishermen present that day “by the 
sea side” had no difficulty visualizing 
our Lord’s word picture. A huge net 
is spread on the surface, then let down 
into the water, left a while, and finally 
lifted. All kinds of fish are caught in 
its meshes. Thereupon the good are 
separated from the bad. 


The Saviour’s interpretation did not 
include the fishermen, the sea or the 
net. He concerned Himself only with 
the end result, namely the final separa- 
tion and judgment which will draw the 
age to a close. Emphasis is upon the 
word so. “So shall it be in the end of 
the world.” 

A huge net, the influence of the 
Kingdom, is let down into the sea of 
humanity. Wherever it spreads, the 
power of the Church is exerted and de- 
cisions to accept or reject Christ are 
made. The trend of the age is toward 
a grand finale in which there will be a 
last separation with everything good 
produced by the Kingdom preserved 
and all else eliminated as the new age 
dawns. 

This parable provides a glimpse into 
the future, a picture of end-time events 
flash on the screen before us. There 
it ends.

THE SUBJECT of my short message 

on this broadcast suggests the pos- 
sibility of domestic discord. When Dr. 
Winrod announced it, maybe you 
thought I was going to discuss divorce. 
It’s a peculiar subject, “MY TWO 
WIVES.” 


I admit choosing it to arrest atten- 
tion, create curiosity and provide me 
with an opportunity of reaching some 
who’ might not otherwise listen. You 
naturally wonder what a preacher will 
say about having two wives. 


Many men and women go through 
life, making the best of it, thoroughly 
unhappy with one another. The same is 
true in the spiritual realm. I will try 
to explain what I mean. The world is 
full of mismated professed Christians 
— not properly oriented as to religious 
experience. 


MY FIRST WIFE 


You have among your acquaintances 
some poor fellow who is being literally 
led a dog’s life. He is an object of 
your pity. Perhaps he is a kind of milk 
toast individual, frightened at the sight 
of his wife who is overbearing and de- 
termined to run him. 


She nags and fusses at him all the 
time. She dominates his every move. 
Nothing he ever does is right. She con- 
stantly condemns him. She keeps a 
ring in his nose. She leaves him to 
shift for himself, then points an accus- 
ing finger and screams at him day and 
night. 


Away from home, or when company 
comes, she can put on a pious front 
and appear quite lovey-dovey, but the 
neighbors have no trouble seeing 
through her. The browbeaten and hen- 
pecked husband seems tied to her “un- 
til death do us part.” 


He made a bad bargain, but is trying 
to stay with it. She has laid down a

R. ROY DE WELLES, Administra- 

tor of the Fremont Clinical Service, 
5625 Melrose Ave., Los Angeles, 
California is credited with knowing as 
much about the colon, its construction 
and behavior, what makes it tick and 
how to keep it happy — as any living 
man!

It gives me a sink- 
ing sensation about the heart as I 
think of America’s future. 


RECORDS TELL THE STORY 


Female arrests for drunkenness lead 
all others. 


Between 1941 and 1947 over 80,000 
drunken women’s fingerprints and po- 
lice records went into the FBI files. 
The trend has not turned for the better 
since these figures were compiled. 


Another 6,996 records went into the 
files for drunken driving and 8,242 
went into the files listed as violators of 
liquor laws. 


At the end of 1947 there were more 
than 100,000 women’s names in the 
FBI files showing drunkenness, drunk 
driving, or liquor law violations as the 
cause of arrest. That number has now 
been augmented beyond the quarter of 
a million mark. 


Twenty years ago one out of every 
eight known alcoholic cases was a 
woman. It is now one out of every four. 
Alcoholism among women has doubled 
in the last 20 years. 


Dr. Robert V. Seliger, for many 
years a member of the Psychiatric staff 
of Johns Hopkins Hospital, writing in 
the Woman’s Home Companion on the 
subject, “Are Women Drinking Too 
Much?” declared: 


“In my waiting room every after- 
noon there is a group of tragic women. 
They range in age from 18 to seventy. 
Some wear mink coats and diamonds; 
some are obviously poor. Most of them 
you might meet anywhere in America 
— housewives, mothers, and _ profes- 
sional women, teachers, nurses and 
business girls. But each has the same 
tragedy. All are ill and their illness 
has the same symptoms, Alcoholism .. . 
These patients of mine unfortunately 
are not suffering from a rare affliction. 
All over the United States more and 
more women are becoming victims of 
alcoholism.” 


Dr. Seliger went on to write that the 
“ratio of women alcoholics to men has 
steadily risen during the last 20 years 
and is continuing to rise.” He said 
further that 30 to 40 alcoholics in every 
100 may be helped back to health but 
that “the others were doomed more 
certainly than if they had cancer; They 
will end their lives in psychiatric hos- 
pitals or literally drink themselves to 
death, bringing pain and sorrow to 
themselves, families and friends while 
doing it.” 
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WET NEWSPAPERS TESTIMONY 


The Hearst newspapers ran a special 
series of editorials on drinking women. 
One was entitled “Stop This Infamy” 
and among other things it said: 


“Day after day, night after night, in 
every large city of the Country, women 
are brought in to police stations, stag. 
gering, incoherent, drunk, and the rec. 
ords tell the same sordid story: 


“Arrested in a bar — too drunk to 
walk — investigators report home and 
children neglected.” 


The female bar fly, the unescorted 
woman who spends more and more of 
her time in public drinking places, is 
becoming one of the nation’s major 
crime problems. She repeatedly reaches 
a state of maudlin degradation. Broken 
marriages and homes, cases of neglect 
and cruelty to children, leading to juve- 
nile delinquency, have followed in logi- 
cal sequence.” 


The Baltimore News-Post in an edi- 
torial on “Women in Saloons” had this 
to say: 

“The pre-prohibition saloon was ex- 
clusively a masculine center. It had 
developed and enforced certain stand- 
ards of conduct. With infrequent ex- 
ceptions, it was operated on a seemly 
and quiet fashion. But the modern ver- 
sion is something else entirely. 


“The majority of customers are 
women, many of whom are unescorted. 
The talk is excessively free and shock- 
ingly prurient. Young girls who should 
be in school and married women who 
should be at home, accept too many 
drinks from utter strangers. Every de- 
cent restraint and convention is either 
relaxed or hooted down. The result is 
obvious. 

“Criminal news and police blotters 
are heavily loaded with accounts of 
shameful brawls, indecent embroil- 
ments, jealous revenges and worst of 
all — the now routine cases of aban- 
doned children, broken homes and 
juvenile outrages. This is not a pretty 
picture, but unfortunately it is an ac 
curate picture.”

What put the American women to 
drinking? The wets say National Pro- 
hibition did. They say women didn’t 
drink before the coming of prohibition. 


They didn’t wear mannish bobs be- 
fore prohibition. They didn’t wear 
knee-high and breast low dresses be 
fore prohibition.

EDITORIALS 





THE SUPREME COURT 
JN RECENT YEARS the Supreme 


Court has upon occasion forsaken 
established law procedure for “legisla- 
tion by judicial decisions.” There have 
been decisions which concern the af- 
fairs of a single state only — affairs 
which under the Constitution are re- 
served to the state concerned. 


Let us see how “supreme” the Su- 
preme Court really is, by tracing its 
authority to the source. 


1. The initial and continuing ulti- 
mate authority in the United States re- 
poses in the people of the states. It was 
the people in the several states who de- 
cided to sever their ties with England. 


2. The second authority reposes in 
the state governments, which these peo- 
ple founded. The representatives of the 
original states met in convention and 
adopted a Constitution, reserving to 
themselves all powers not specifically 
delegated to the newly authorized fed- 
eral government. 


3. The Constitution is thus third in 
the chain of authority in the United 
States. 


4. Under the Constitution, the Con- 
gress is the Supreme authority. It alone 
can declare war, issue money, and levy 
taxes. Neither the President nor the Su- 
preme Court can remove a Congress- 
man or a Senator from his office, but 
the Congress can impeach and remove 
from office a President or a Supreme 
Court Justice. 


5. The Supreme Court is thus in the 
fifth order of importance in our gov- 
ernment by origin and under the Con- 
stitution. This fact should never be lost 
sight of. The decisions of the Supreme 
Court are subject to review by impeach- 
ment, by corrective legislation by the 
Congress, and by interposition. This 





latter historic legal process provides | 
that when the Supreme Court and a! 


state are in conflict, the change in the 
state’s law can be effected only by sub- 
mitting the Supreme Court’s decision 
to the people of the United States in 
the form of an amendment to the Con- 
stitution and by the ‘adoption of this 
amendment by three-fourths of the 
states.

GOFF'S AFFIDAVIT 


, Oliver Kenneth Goff, was a member 

of the Communist Party and the 
Young Communist League, from May 
2, 1936, to October 9, 1939. During 
this period of time, I operated under 
the alias of John Keats and the number 
18-B2. My testimony before the Gov- 
ernment is incorporated in Volume 9 
of the Un-American Activities Report 
for the year 1939. 


While a member of the Communist 
Party, I attended Communist under- 
ground training schools outside the 
City of New York, in the Bues Hall, 
and 113 East Wells St., Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin. The East Wells St. school 
operated under the name of the Eugene 
Debs School. Here, under the tutoring 
of Eugene Dennis, M. Sparks, Morris 
Childs, Jack Kling and others, we were 
schooled in the art of revolutionary 
overthrow of the established Govern- 
ment. 

We were trained on how to disman- 
tle and assemble mimeograph machines, 
to use for propaganda purposes during 
the revolution; how to work on guide 
wires and fuel lines of airplanes so that 
they would either burst into flames or 
crash to the ground because of lack of 
control; how to work on ties and rails 
to wreck trains; and also the art of 
poisoning water supplies. 


We discussed quite thoroughly the 
FLUORIDATION of water supplies 
and how we were using it in Russia as 
a tranquilizer in the prison camps. The 
leaders of our school felt that if Fluori- 
dation could be applied to American 
water supplies, it would bring about a 
spirit of lethargy in the nation, and 
help keep the general public docile 
during a steady encroachment of Com- 
munism. We also discussed the fact 
that keeping a store of deadly fluoride 
near the water reservoir would be ad- 
vantageous during the time of the re- 
volution, as it would give us opportun- 
ity to dump this poison into the water

We discussed in these schools, the 
complete art of revolution: the seizure 
of the main utilities, such as light, 
power, gas, and water; but it was felt 
by the leadership, that if a program 
of fluoridating of the water could be 
carried out in the nation, it would go 
a long way toward the advancement 
of the revolution. The above state- 
ments are true.

THE TERRIBLE ATOM 
EVERAL SCIENTISTS who worked 


on the original atom bomb project 
hoped the experiment would fail. They 
feared if successful, an uncontrollable 
force might be unleashed capable of 
annihilating the human family and 
destroying the planet. Some have since 
expressed anxiety about the possibility 
of triggering a chain reaction freakish 
enough to dissolve the elements in a 
celestial and terrestrial conflagration. 


On July 22, 1957 Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles made a public ap- 
peal to Moscow leaders for coopera- 
tion toward limiting the producing of 
nuclear weapons lest mankind should 
commit suicide by their use. His plea 
seemed to fall on deaf ears. He warned 
that “time is not unlimited.” 











Mr. Dulles said in what appeared 
to be a crucial announcement: “The 
whole world faces a grim future if the 
war threat is not brought under some 
international controls. As matters are 
going the time will come when the pet- 
tiest and most irresponsible dictator 
could get hold of weapons with which 
to threaten immense harm.” 


The speaker emphasized the neces- 
sity of reversing present trends toward 
global destruction if human beings are 
to be spared the inconvenience and dis- 
grace of becoming “burrowers within 
the earth’s crust.” His words served 
to remind Bible students of Revelation 
6:15, “And the kings of the earth, and 
the great men, and the rich men, and 
the chief captains, and the mighty men, 
and every bondman, and every free 


man, hid themselves in the dens and in 
the rocks of the mountains.”

HE CHAIRMAN of the Atomic 

Energy Commission, Adm. Lewis

CIVIL RIGHTS 
THe CONTROVERSY now center- 


ing around Civil Rights legislation, 
again brings into focus the ugly situa- 
tion existing in Wichita, where both 
daily newspapers and all local radio 
stations entered into a conspiracy six- 
teen years ago to violate Gerald B.

There is a vast subterranean level 
of faith and doctrine, as eternal as the 
Almighty, that produces surface and 
visible manifestations in the form of 
Church promotion, foreign missions, 
evangelism, hymn writing and the mul- 
tiple activities which we think of as 
constituting Christianity.

The first part of his answer (What 
is the secret of the Bible’s appeal?) 
is devoted to the supernaturalism of 
God’s Word which includes a thorough 
and painstaking discussion of Verbal 
Inspiration. And after that a chapter 
on “Verbal Inspiration in Church His- 
tory.” 


Some of the arguments are drawn 
from great theological masters of the 
past. Others are developed from recent 
discoveries (especially archaeology), 
and the Author’s own originality. 


Negatively, the onslaughts of Higher 
Criticism are considered, criticized and 
dismissed, but not without answers sat- 
isfying to sincere seekers after truth. 
The present poverty and plight of the 
higher critic results in part from the 
fact that his system of thought was con- 
structed “in an era when virtually noth- 
ing was known about ancient times as a 
result of archaeological investigation.” 


How the sixty-six books of the Bible 
came into existence; why these particu- 
lar writings were chosen and organized 
into the sacred Canon; the reason for 
other revered writings being rejected 

. is explained. 


The dictionary definition for the 
word Canon is: “The collection or list 
of books which are received as genuine 
and inspired Holy Scriptures.” 


The whole trend of the book moves 
toward this conclusion couched in its 
closing sentences: 


“We have thus come to the conclu- 
sion that historical study and Biblical 
evidence combine to give us a test of 
canonicity that is definite and which 
was readily applied by the early Chris- 
tians. The books did not become 
authoritative by Church decision or as 
a result of the veneration attaching to 
things of antiquity. They were author- 
itative when written because given by 
inspiration of God.”

LESSON NUMBER ONE 





September 15, 1957 


EZEKIEL 
Ezekiel 1:1-3: Chapters 2 & 34 











EMORY TEXT: “And ye my 
flock, the flock of my pasture, are 
men, and I am your God, saith the 


Lord God.” Ezekiel 34:31. 


The general plan and pattern of the lesson is 
as follows: 


A. Ezekiel in exile. Ezekiel 1:2. 

B. Ezekiel meets God in exile. Ezekiel 1:3. 
C. Ezekiel preaches in exile. Ezekiel 1:3-5. 
D. Ezekiel finds peace in exile. Ezekiel 34:15. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “PROPHET.” 


The name Ezekiel means, “God will 
strengthen.” His pastoral and prophet- 
ic ministry was a source of strength to 
all with whom he came in contact. He 
was from a priestly family and prob- 
ably exercised the office at Jerusalem 
before being removed to Babylon. He 
has been called “Pastor of the Exile.” 
He was “a prophet among them.” 


Dr. Charles Erdman says: “Ezekiel 
was a devout servant of God and a 
patriot who soon was recognized by 
his fellow exiles as a man of marked 
importance. Blessed are those poets 
and prophets who have taught people 
to sing songs in the night. Prominent 
among them stands Ezekiel.” 


The nation had been misled, duped 
and deceived by two kings who, con- 
trary to the counsel of prophets, antag- 
onized the far more powerful Babylon. 
They were Jehoiakim and Jehoiachin. 


In the year 597 the armies of Ne- 
buchadnezzar seized Jerusalem and 
carried away ten thousand “chief men,” 
military leaders, nobles, artisans, the 
intelligentsia, including Ezekiel. The 
city was again attacked, a decade later, 
and razed to the ground. 


The interim between the two assaults 
finds Ezekiel residing in one of the set- 
tlements of the captives, southeast of 
Babylon, on “the river Chebar.” Living 
conditions were not bad. The people 
were not treated as prisoners or slaves. 


They were allowed to enjoy their 
own homes, use their native language, 
continue the social organizations of 
their clans, worship as they pleased 





and engage in commercial enterprises. 
However, their moral and _ spiritual 
state was deplorable. This made Eze- 
kiel’s preaching a necessity. The exiles 
wanted to return home but Ezekiel 
knew prophetically that such hopes 
would have to be deferred. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS EZEKIEL 
34:15. 

“T will feed my flock, and I will 
cause them to lie down, saith the Lord 
God.” 

These words, spoken by inspiration 
through the lips of the prophet, reflect 
contentment in time of contention, and 
spiritual prosperity during material 
adversity. 

It is the picture of a sheep quietly 
resting in the shadow of a rock or be- 
side a gentle stream, after being fully 
fed and given plenty of water to drink. 
It is also the picture of a soul at rest 
in God. And, mind you, this was in 


Babylon! 


A well-known writer applies this 
verse to the Christian and says: “Of 
course, we cannot help but think here 
of our Lord’s own words regarding 
Himself as the great Shepherd of the 
sheep (John 10:1-10), of His parable 
of the lost sheep (Luke 15:3-7), and 
the later New Testament references to 
Christ as the great Shepherd of the 
sheep, especially I Peter 2:25 and He- 
brews 13:20.” 


In the fifth year of Ezekiel’s exile, he 
received a prophetic call accompanied 
by a sublime and mysterious vision of 
divine glory. “This was the appearance 
of the likeness of the glory of the 
Lord.” 


The experience lifted the prophet

completely above his surroundings and 
circumstances, to a vantage point of 
spiritual victory and ability to look 
down the vista of the centuries. The 
point of emphasis is that, Ezekiel saw 
God even while in Babylon! 


(3) THE KEY FACT: EZEKIEL’S 
MESSAGES BURNED THEIR WAY 
INTO THE SOULS OF HIS HEAR- 
ERS. 


Preaching, to be effective, must not 
be allowed to hit the mind and bounce. 
It must sink in, go deep, reach motives, 
and change hearts. Ezekiel was such a 
preacher. As might be expected, he 
made enemies. 

Says the People’s Bible Encycloped- 

“He is said to have been murdered 
in Babylon by some Jewish prince 
whom he had convicted of idolatry, 
and to have been buried in the tomb 
of Shem and Arphaxad, on the banks 
of the Euphrates.” 


His call declared plainly, that he was 
sent to a people who were stubborn, 
and impenitent and unwilling to hear. 
He was set as a watchman to warn men 
of their impending peril, whether they 
would be willing to hear or refuse. 
Time and again he predicted judgment 
and pleaded for repentance on the part 
of the people — both individually and 
collectively. 


A visiting minister denounced horse 
racing in a small town famous for the 
sport. One of the visiting patrons of 
the track, a wealthy citizen with sport- 
ing proclivities always attended that 
church. The minister was informed of 
this after the sermon, and determined 
to make amends to the sportsman, who 
was a generous contributor. “I’m 
afraid I touched one of your weakness- 
es,” said the minister, “but it was quite 
unintentional, I assure you.” “Oh, that’s 
all right,” said the sportsman genially. 
“It’s a mighty poor sermon that doesn't 
hit me somewhere.” 


The hero of today’s lesson knew 
many heartbreaks and disappointments. 
“On the same day of the second seige 
of Jerusalem,” says Dr. Erdman, 
“Ezekiel was warned of the sudden 
death of his wife, whom he deeply 
loved. Yet he was bidden to show none 
of the customary signs of grief. He 
relates his sad experience: ‘So I spake 
unto the people in the morning: and 
at even my wife died: and I did in the 
morning as I was commanded’.” 








Lesson NuMBER Two 


September 22, 1957 


DANIEL A MAN 
OF CONVICTION 


Daniel, Chapters 1 to 6. 


EMORY TEXT: “Be strong in the 
Lord, and in the power of his 
might.” Ephesians 6:10. 
The general plan and pattern of the lesson is 
as follows: 
A. A foolish king. Daniel 5:1. 
B. A foolish feast. Daniel 5:22. 
C. God’s scales are accurate. Daniel 5:27. 
D. Nations like individuals reap as they sow. 
Daniel 5:28. 


(1) THE KEY WORDS OF THE 
LESSON ARE, “MENE, MENE, TE- 


Belshazzar was the grandson of Ne- 
buchadnezzar, not his son. His father 
was Nabonidus. He has been described 
as “more riotous than royal, a fool in 
line for a falling crown.” 


Nebuchadnezzar had made Babylon 
great and powerful. We look back upon 
his Hanging Gardens as one of the 
Seven Wonders of the Old World. Bel- 
shazzar did not create. He only inher- 
ited. Grandna’s “blue laws” were an in- 
convenience, so he decided to throw 
off all moral restraint. 














“Belshazzar the king made a great 
feast to a thousand of his lords, and 
drank wine before the thousand.” 


Says Dr. Thomas Kirk: “The saying 
that he ‘drank wine before the thou- 
sand’ refers to his being seated on a 
raised platform or dais in view of the 
company. He had also with him at the 
feast his wives and concubines.” 


Says Dr. S. R. Driver: “In the great 
halls of Babylonian palaces the brick 
walls were probably, as in the palaces 
of Assyria, lined to a height of some 
ten to twelve feet above the ground 
with slabs of alabaster ornamented 
with elaborate bas-relief, and often 
brilliantly colored; in their upper part, 
also, the walls seem to have been usual- 
ly painted, but the plaster may some- 
times have been left white.” 


Liquor flowed freely and the hall re- 
sounded with alcoholic laughter. What 
is called a feast, was in reality an orgy, 
a dance of fools. Suddenly a hand 
reached out of the semi-darkness and 
wrote on the wall, the words, “Mene, 
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Mene, Tekel, Upharsin.” And the doom 
of Babylon was sealed. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS DANIEL 
5:28, 

“Thy kingdom is divided, and given 
to the Medes and Persians.” 


The drunken revelers thought they 
were secure. But no nation that disre- 
gards the rules of morality can consid- 
er itself safe. Both the moral and ma- 
terial foundations of the Empire were 
in jeopardy — but the drunken, de- 
bauched crowd was oblivious to the 
danger. “Wine is a mocker, strong 
drink is raging: and whosoever is de- 
ceived thereby is not wise.” Proverbs 
20:1. 

According to the historian Herodo- 
tus, the walls that surrounded the city 
were 335 feet high, 85 feet thick and 
56 miles in circumference. This means 
that there was an enclosed area of ap- 
proximately 200 square miles. 


The city had magnificent palaces and 
temples, splendid mansions for its mer- 
chant princes, beautiful gardens, parks, 
orchards and large numbers of well-cul- 
tured fields. Besides being the seat of 
government, it was a great seaport. 


The noble river Euphrates flowed 
under the walls, between banks of mar- 
ble, lined with wharves, across the 
city. Fifty huge brass gates were lock- 
ed every night against possible invad- 
ers. There were sufficient foodstuffs in- 
side the walls to last 25 years. Baby- 
lon thought she was safe. 


But during recent days, armies of 
the Medes and Persians had appeared 
outside the city, on the banks of the 
Euphrates, digging ditches and mak- 
ing excavations. At a given moment, 
while Belshazzar’s entertainment was 
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in progress, the Medes and Persians 
diverted the Euphrates into an artificial 
lake, dried up the river bed, marched 
under the walls, massacred a large part 
of the population including Belshazzar, 
and took the city. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: RIGHTEOUS. 
NESS EXALTETH A NATION, BUT 
SIN IS A REPROACH TO ANY PEO- 
PLE. 


Mass immorality weakens a nation 
and conditions it for judgment. No 
civilization has ever survived a moral 
collapse. 


Some nations have been beaten in 
battle, suffered economic and political 
setbacks, civil wars and revolutionary 
upheavals, and lived. But unless saved 
by a religious renaissance (as in the 
case of Nineveh’s response to Jonah’s 


preaching), nations do not survive 
moral deterioration. Babylon attests 
this fact. 


Today’s Sunday School lesson has 
a message for America, a solemn re- 
minder that mass immorality contains 
the seeds of destruction. New moral 
and spiritual energies must be released 
to restrain wickedness and rebuild the 
national character, if our boasted civil- 
ization is to endure. 


A revival of supernatural religion to 
involve the national conscience and call 
us back to God, and the Word of God, 
is the crying need of the times in which 
we live. The handwriting on the wall 
is plain. 

The four words, “Mene, Mene, Tekel, 
Upharsin” translated into English 
mean, “Numbered, Numbered, 


Weighed, Divided.” 


“God hath numbered thy kingdom, 
and finished it,” even the Almighty 
One who takes note of the heart intents 
of both men and nations. 


“Thou art weighed in the balances, 
and art found wanting.” While Bel- 
shazzar had been leading his people in- 
to the paths of self-destruction, revel- 
ing and banqueting, spending his time 
in riotous days and voluptuous nights, 
God was weighing him on scales that 
made calculations with unerring ac- 
curacy. 


“Thy kingdom is divided, and given 
to the Medes and Persians.” All was 
finished. The cup of iniquity was full. 
Doom struck at last. A great and pow- 
erful nation had crossed the deadline.

Nehemiah, Chapters 1, 2, 4, 13.

(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “WALL.” 

Artaxerxes Longimanus ruled Per- 
sia from 464 to 424 B.C. Jerusalem 
was under his authority. The city was 
in ruins. Its inhabitants were weak 
and depressed. The walls were tumbled 
to the ground. The spirits of the people 
were lower than the walls. 


In far away Persia, in the capital 
city of Shushan, there lived a patriot 
named Nehemiah whose heart was ac- 
tually in Jerusalem. Archaeology has 
retrieved a vast fund of knowledge re- 
garding Shushan, its palaces, temples, 
streets, trees, shrubs and throne room 
of gold occupied by the monarch. Ne- 
hemiah served as cupbearer to the king. 


Dr. George Rawlinson describes this 
important office as follows: “It was the 
special duty of cupbearers to fill the 
royal wine cup from the vase or flagon 
which stood on or near the royal board, 
and to hand it daintily and gracefully 
to their august master, supporting it 
with three fingers and presenting it in 
such a way that the king could readily 
take it from their hand without any 
danger of spilling a single drop. Before 
filling the cup, they carefully washed it 
out, and before offering it to their mas- 
ter, they ladled out a small quantity 


with the left hand and swallowed it, to 


show that so far as their knowledge 
went, it was not poisoned. 

“When not engaged in this, their 
main duty, they guarded the entrance 
to the royal apartment, and allowed 
persons to enter or forbade them at 
their discretion. Even princes of the 
royal blood had to submit; and the 
power thus exercised of allowing or 
preventing audiences made the office 
one of high account, and probably en- 
abled its holder, if he were so inclined, 
to greatly enrich himself.” 


Nehemiah asked Artaxerxes and 
gained permission to go to Jerusalem 
and direct the rebuilding of the city’s 
" A herculean task lay before 
im. 





(2) THE KEY VERSE IS NEHEMIAH 
2:18. 

“And they said, Let us rise up and 
build.” 

Nehemiah had to vitalize the hearts 
and minds of the people with new 
hope and vision. This he succeeded in 
doing for we read: “The people had a 
mind to work.” 

One writer says: “No nation ever 
won a desperate battle with strong 
leaders alone; the leaders must have 
strong men. No church ever succeed- 
ed with only a good preacher in its 
pulpit; that preacher must have de- 
voted laymen.” 

Actually Nehemiah built two walls 
— one material and the other spiritual. 
He enforced Sabbath observance, even 
threatening to “lay hands on” any 
who might dare desecrate the holy day. 
He was Puritanical. 

He was a segregationist and built 
walls against mixed marriages, against 
the persecution of priests, against im- 
moral and indecent practices. He was 
a disciplinarian. Of one culprit he 
says: “I chased him from me.” Others 
he scolded, or smote, or pulled out 
their hair, but he got the job done. 
“So built we the wall.” 


(3) THE KEY FACT: THERE ARE 
SANBALLATS AND TOBIAHS TO- 
DAY. 

Nehemiah was a builder. His mo- 
tives were constructive. Such a man 
must expect opposition. The negative 
factor must be taken into account. 
There is always someone to say: “It 
can’t be done” or “Come down and 
fight.” Nehemiah refused to be diverted 
from the course planned. 

Sanballat and Tobiah led the oppo- 
sition. “What you going to do?” they 
asked. “Build a wall,” came the answer. 
“Think you'll succeed?” “Yes.” 


Then they resorted to taunts and 
ridicule. They laughed at the builders 
when the work started, saying: “If a 
fox go up, he shall even break down 
their stone wall.” 

Failing to dampen the ardor of the 
builders, the negative crowd got mad, 
became “very wroth” and dared them 
to come down and fight. Nehemiah’s 
men worked with trowels but kept 
weapons handy, just in case an emer- 
gency should develop. Enemies shook 
their fists and shouted: “Come down 
and fight, but the higher the wall, the 
smaller the opposers appeared! 

Nehemiah said what we should say 
when efforts are made to discourage us, 
and to interfere with some constructive 
task at hand: “I am doing a great 
work, so that I cannot come down: 
why should the work cease, whilst I 
leave it, and come down to you?” Ne- 


hemiah 6:3.

THE CHURCH AT CORINTH 
I Corinthians, Chapters 1 to 4. 











EMORY TEXT: “For I am deter- 
mined not to know any thing 
among you, save Jesus Christ, and him 
crucified.” I Corinthians 2:2. 
The general plan and pattern of the lesson is 
as follows: 


A. Paul writes a letter. I Corinthians 1:1. 

B. The Corinthians receive a letter. I Corin- 
thians 1:2. 

C. The letter pleads for harmony. I Corinthians 
1:10-13. 

D. The letter explains the power of the Gospel. 
I Corinthians 1:21. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “CONTENTIONS.” 


Today’s lesson marks the beginning 
of a series of studies, covering three 
months, in Paul’s letters to the Cor- 
inthians, the Philippians and Philemon. 
The first, now open before us, is one of 
“reproof, correction and instruction” 
(II Timothy 3:16) for the reason that 
the spiritual moorings of the congrega- 
tion at Corinth were at the time slip- 
ping. 

The letter was written from Ephesus 
about the year 59 A.D. Corinth was 
famous for wealth and commerce, due 
to its location on two waterways. It 
was a center of vice, even as Athens 
was noted for its philosophy. Paul ex- 
ercised stern discipline to insulate the 
Church against an invasion of pagan 
profligacy. Clement of Rome, Polycarp, 
Irenaeus and other fathers vouch for 
the authenticity of the Epistle. 


Word reached Paul at Ephesus about 
“divisions” and “contentions” back in 
the Corinth Church and this caused 
him alarm. A divided army wins no 
victories. “A house divided against it- 
self shall not stand.” The congregation 





was split three ways, over personalities, 
but fortunately not on doctrine. 

Some of the folks were strong for 
Paul and formed what we may call, the 
“Paul Party.” After all, he was founder 
of the Church and its first pastor. In 
his penned rebuke, he even hints that 
some were trying to exalt him above 
Christ. 

Then, there was the “Apollos Clique,” 
followers of the eloquent Alexandrian 
scholar who had served as the second 
pastor. Some preferred him. 

Peter had traveled through the area 
and preached there on various occa- 
sions. His rugged type of preaching 
created a following, and resulted in a 
group of “Peterists” being formed. 

Says one writer: “The Church was 
dangerously close to being turned into 
a madhouse. Paul drives home a ter- 
rible question: “Is Christ divided?” 
Was Paul crucified, Apollos, Peter? 
Of course not. 

Says Dr. Harold Mallett: “A visitor 
was being taken through the grounds 
and buildings of a mental hospital. He 
was taken into a ward where the most 
dangerous cases were placed. Only two 
or three guards were in charge of ap- 
proximately a hundred men. 

“The visitor gasped and asked: 
‘Aren’t you afraid that these people 
will overpower the guards and escape?’ 
The guide replied: ‘No. Lunatics never 


unite’.” 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS I COR- 
INTHIANS 1:21. 

“It pleased God by the foolishness 
of preaching to save them that believe.” 

Old fashioned Christians used to 
speak of the ministry as, “The noblest 
of all callings.” Young men, deciding 
to become preachers, were encouraged 
by this reminder. That was before 
preaching came to be regarded in some 
circles as a mere profession. Not all, 
fortunately, but some! 

“The world by wisdom” can discover 
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the secrets of nature, develop philo- 
sophical systems, pursue the laws of 
logic, construct elaborate languages, 
invent machines, explore the heavens, 
create magnificent architecture and do 
other things equally remarkable. But 
above all human achievement there is a 
ceiling determined by a fundamental 
limitation. Nothing produced by the 
wisdom of this world can give mankind 
a knowledge of God. 


This is borne out by the fact that so 
many scientists are unbelievers and 
atheists — Darwin, Huxley, the Curies, 
Einstein and others. 

When a preacher (dealing with laws 
higher than those of nature) gives out 
the message that God saves through 
the crucified Christ, men who hear 
will react in one of two ways: They 
will be convicted, illuminated and 
drawn into the orbit of acceptance . 
or, as Paul says, they will regard it as 
“foolishness.” 

Says Dr. Frank Mead: “This is the 
very heart of Paul. He made Christ 
and the Cross central. All else in his 
faith spun around like a wheel around 
a hub. The Cross. That was God’s wis- 
dom, not man’s. To man, trying to 
reason it all out with his puny little 
brain, the Cross was often ‘foolish- 


ness’.” 


(3) THE KEY FACT: THE CROSS 
BRIDGES THE WAY TO GOD. 


From the Celtic twilight of ancient 
Wales comes this legend. In far-off 
days the warriors of the land were 
rushing through the wilderness to de- 
fend their homes and win peace and 
security. Suddenly they reached a rag- 
ing river, across which they were 
powerless to go. There was no bridge, 
and to ford the angry waters was im- 
possible. In this time of desperate need 
came one of the guardian giants of the 
Welsh. He laid down his great body 
across the torrent, and over him the 
men walked to safety and to the land 
where they would be. Afterward the 
giant was heard to say, “He who would 
lead the people must also be a bridge.” 


Somehow, whatever our theology of 
the atonement, we think of the Cross 
of Calvary as a sort of footbridge 
across which the imperiled pilgrims 
of nineteen centuries have moved not 
alone into safety, but also into what 
the New Testament calls “newness of 
life,” into victory over the worst that 
evil and time and death can do. By 
His perfect obedience to God’s will, 
by His voluntary sacrifice of Himself 
on Golgotha, the chasm between man 
and God has been bridged. If alive to- 
day, Paul would join us in singing: 

In the Cross of Christ | glory, 
Towering o’er the wrecks of time. 


All the light of sacred story, 
Gathers ’round its head sublime.

MORAL VALUES 
I Corinthians, Chapters 5 & 6. 











EMORY TEXT: “Know ye not that 
your body is the temple of the 
Holy Ghost which is in you, which ye 
have of God, and ye are not your own? 
For ye are bought with a price: there- 
fore glorify God in your body, and in 
your spirit, which are God’s.” I Cor- 
inthians 6:19-20.

D. The personality of the believer is the temple 
of the Holy Ghost. I Corinthians 6:19-20. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “LEAVEN.” 

During the period of Paul’s mission- 
ary travels, Corinth was the most fa- 
mous city of the Roman world for im- 
morality. Aphrodite, the goddess of sex 
perversion, was the pagan deity most 
worshipped. Degrading practices were 
not only countenanced, but encouraged. 
It was inevitable that some of the pagans, 
professing conversions, would bring 
baneful influences into the Church. 

The condition alarmed Paul and 
caused him to exercise stern discipline. 
He singled out one particular example 
and denounced it vehemently ... that 
of a man in the Church who had taken 
his step-mother for a wife. A scandal 
existed but the members were so cal- 
loused that they ignored the incident 
as a mere trifle. Paul decided to cor- 
rect the whole situation. 

He was amazed at the indifference 
of the congregation. “Your glorying is 
not good.” There was nothing in them 
worth boasting about. They were a dis- 
gusting lot. A Church is not meant 
to be a mutual admiration society, a 
group of people meeting socially for 
self-comfort and flattery. 

Paul reminded them that standards 
on the inside of the Church should be 
higher than those on the outside. The 
time for a house cleaning had come at 
Corinth. “If any man that is called a 
brother be a fornicator, or covetous, or 
an idolater, or a railer, or a drunkard, 
or an extortioner; with such an one no 
not to eat (do not share the commun- 
ion table with him).” 

A sorrowful pastor said some time 
ago: “The great mission field today is 
the membership of the average 
Church.” Paul’s reference to “leaven” 
is pertinent. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS I COR- 
INTHIANS 6:19. 


“Know ye not that your body is the 
temple of the Holy Ghost?” 


This is one of the most profound 
passages in the entire Bible. It is an 
astounding thought that man possesses 
capacities capable of housing God. 
More is implied here than the physical 
body. The whole human personality is 
meant — body, soul and spirit. Paul 
continues: “Glorify God in your body, 
and in your spirit, which are God’s.” 


Both the temporal (body) and the 
eternal (spirit) natures of the Chris- 
tian are to be under divine control. 
Drunkenness is sin, not only against 
physical health but also the Creator of 
the body. Fornication degrades and 
manifests disrespect for God’s creation. 
Christian profession presupposes cer- 
tain disciplines at human levels which 
keep life from becoming something 
filthy, loathsome, shoddy and stinking. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: CIVILIZA- 
TION OWES A DEBT TO CHRIS- 
TIAN MORALITY. 


The high moral principles of today’s 
lesson became expanded, bringing 
blessing and benefit to the entire civil- 
ized world, as the early Church grew 
and gathered strength. Early Chris- 
tians became famous for their moral 
purity. It became a badge, a distin- 
guishing mark, that made them differ- 
ent from their pagan environment. 


Society is essentially corrupt because 
the natural man, the individual unit, 
remains subject to the workings of an 
evil nature. Unless restrained by regu- 
lations imposed upon the conscience 
from a source higher than human, mor- 
al anarchy will be the inevitable re- 
sult. And so the Church of Jesus Christ 
has a responsibility both unique and 
imperative. 

When it functions, it becomes power- 
ful! When it ceases to function, it be- 











comes pitiful! 


The founder of the Church had this 
in mind when He said: “Ye are the 
salt of the earth: but if the salt have 
lost his savour, wherewith shall it be 
salted? it is thenceforth good for noth- 
ing, but to be cast out, and to be trod- 
den under foot of men.” Matthew 5:13. 


There must be maintained a sharp 
dividing line between the Church and 
the world, if Christianity is to supply 
the moral force needed to keep human- 
ity from destroying itself in quagmires 
of natural depravity. When the world 
gets inside the Church, as at Corinth, 
spiritual strength is lost. It is becom- 
ing increasingly difficult, today, to tell 
where the one leaves off and the other 


begins.
